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SWEARING IN MEMBERS 


BRADLAUGH TAKES THE OATH IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
KISSING THE BIBLE WITH THE REST—A PRO- 

TEST FROM A TORY LEADER—THE EARL 
OF CARNARVON TO RESIGN. 
Lonvox, Jan. 13.—There was a crush of 
members offering themselves to take the oath 
on the meeting of the House of Commons to- 
day. They were sworn in in batches. Among 
the crowd was Mr. Bradlaugh, who cordially 
shook hands with the Speaker. Mr. Peel, before 
the swearing in of members began, said it was 
his duty to inform the House that he had 
received a letter from Sir Michael MHicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
Conservative leader of the House of 
Commons, regarding Mr. Bradlaugh and giving 
& historical retrospect of the latter’s case,which, 
Mr. Peel said, need not be read. The latter also 
said that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach thought that 
Mr. Bradlaugh should not be allowed to take 
the oath without the House being afforded a 
chance of expressing an opinion on the sub- 
ject. He believed that the House, when 
fully constituted, would decline to sanction 
the administering of the oath to Mr. Brad- 
Jaugh. Mr. Peel said that he was unable 
to recognize anything done by a previous 
Parliament in regard to the case of Mr. Brad- 
laugh, and he (the Speaker) was powerless to 
prevent him from taking the oath. He could 
take the oath and take the risks of the law if 
Any were involved. Mr. Bradlaugh stalked the 
floor of the House in a defiant manner, kissed 
the Bible unctuously, shook hands with the 
Speaker smilingly, and drove away directly 
after being sworn in. He was heartily cheered 
us he departed from the building by a large 
erowd of his supporters who were gathered 
outside. 

There is a growing desire among the Conserv- 
ktives not to exciude Mr. Bradlaugh from the 
House of Commons. It is believed that the Goy- 
eroment will not insist upon excluding him un- 
less urged to do so. 

The Irish Locai Government bill will be de- 
layed until the English bill is settled. Although 
promised in the Queens speech the Irish measure 
may net appear during this session of Paria- 
ment. The Parnellites are not eager to force the 
sysovernment to deciare its Irish policy. Mr. 
#ladstone and Lord Hartington, it is; said, dis- 
sgreo as to the home rule platform,and the 
Duke of Devonshire is urging Lord Hartington 
Lo an open rupture witb the ex-Premier. 

William E. Lecky, the historian, has written a 
Jetter on the Irish question, in which he declares 
that any English statesman who advocates band- 
jug over the property of the Government in Ire- 
land to the Parnellites is either a traitor 
or a fool. To set up an Irish Parliament, 
he thinks, would be an act of fatuity 
and wickedness unparalleled even in Irish 
history. What Ireland needs, he says, is the 
restoration of the liberty of the peopieto pur- 
sue their Jawful business anc fulfill their lawful 
contracts. Unless the law of the empire be re- 
stored in Ireland, industrial ruin is inevitable 
and will be foliowed by anarchy, which can only 
be quelled by the swora. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, will soon resign. Tne Viceroyship will 
be ljeft in commission, with Lord Ashbourne, 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, presiding at the cas- 
tle. Lord and Lady Carnarvon have arrived 
here from Dublin. 

Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the com- 
mander of the forces, and Judges Chatterton 
«nd Ball have beensworn inas Lords Justices 
to govern Ireland during the absence of the 
Viceroy. 

Mr. O'Connor will sit in the House of Com- 
mons for Queens County, thus leaving a vacancy 
in Donegal. 

The North Dublin Board of Guardicns, by a 
vote of 17 to 6, has rejected a motion in favor of 
protection on the ground that pretection would 
only benefit the Jandlords. 

lt is reported that Earl Spencer has informed 
Mr. Gladstone that his views on the Irish ques- 
tion coincided with these of the ex-Premier. 
There isa rumor that Sir William Hart-Dyke, 
Chief Secretary for Ireiand, intends to resign 
that office. 

Col, McCalmont, Conservative. who was re- 
cently deft-atod by Mr. T. M. Healy, Nationalist, 
jor Parliament for the soutnern division of 
Londonderry, will contest the seat for the mid- 
die division of Armagh, made vacant by the 
death of Mr. J. McKane, Loyalist. 

The deputation of Irish land owners which 
will visit this city next week will wait on the 
Marquis of Salisbury, the Prime Minister, not 
on Mr. Glacstone, as was stated yesterday.

A disastrous cyclone Jasting fully 20 minutes 
has passed Over the middle counties ot England. 
The railway station at Stratford-upon-Avon 
was unrooted, and traffic on the lines of railroad 
was stopped for some time. A number of cranes 
were blown over at Wednesbury and two per- 
sons were killed at that place. Reports from all 
sections traversed by the cyclone say that trees 
were uprooted, houses unroofed, and damage 
of other sorts sustained. ‘s 

The case of John Magee, charged with at- 
tempting to procure money trom the Prince of 

Wales by writing threatening letters, came up 
for trial to-day. The prisoner, by the advice of 
his counse!, pleaded guilty to the charge. He 
declared thatthe statements contained in the 
Jetters were false; that he did not intend to in- 


jure the Prince, and that distress impeiled him 
to threaten his Royal Highness in the hope of 
obtaining money. Sentence will be passed upon 
the prisoner on Friday. 

The town of Boutay, in Lorraine, has been the 
feene lately of a series of fires which are be- 
jievea to have been of incendiary origin. 
Placards printed in German, threatening further 
gonflagrations, have been mysteriously posted 
throughout the town. The inhabitants are ter- 
ror-strickea.

CONFIRMATION OF THE REPORTS OF GER- 


MANY’S AGGRESSIVE ACTION. 

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—It is stated on the high- 
est authority that Prince Bismarck has received 
dispatches fully confirming the recent report of 
the seizure of Samoa by representatives of Ger- 
many. Commander Weber, it is said, has tele-

The 
primary cause of this ill-feeling is found in the 
fact that the American merchants nave of late 
years been cutting into the German trade at the 
Sjsiands. The American Consul in his letter 
gave it as his opinion that the annexation of the 
Samoan Islands by Germany would be a death 
biow to all other foreign interests there. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Department 
of State has received official confirmation from 
the United States Consul at Apia, Samoa, of the 
seizure of the Samoan Islands by the German 
Government.

Romp, Jan. 138.—Princes Allieri, Salviati, 
and Partrizi will go to Berlin to invest Prince 
Bismarck with the decoration of the Order of 
Christ, which was recently conferred upon him 
by the Pope. 

At a consistory on Friday the Pope will de- 
liver an allocution concerning his mediation in 
the Carolines dispute. Tne Pope has dispatched 
a long encyclical to the German Bishops explain- 
ing the position of the church in Germany, 
treating chiefly of the training of the clergy 
and the freedom of missions in German colonies. 
A special copy of this letter has been forwarded 
to Prince Bismarck. 

Russia has asked the Vatican to reopen the 
negotiations for closer relationship between that 
country and the Vatican. It is believed that 
Russia wishes to counteract the intimate rela- 
tions at present existing between the Vatican 
and Prussia. 








EXPLOSION IN A CHUROCH.

THE BUILDING WRECKED AND TWO PER- 
SONS KILLED. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Jan. 13.—At 1:30 
this afternoon a territic explosion occurred in 
the boiler room of St. Mary’s Catholic Church, 
situated at the corner of Jefferson and Lafayette 
streets, in this city. A moment later flames 
were seen emerging from the débris of the 
wrecked church. The Fire Department was 
summoned and responded immediately, and 
began throwing water upon the smoking ruius, 
succeeding after an hour’s work in quenching 
the flames. The church, which was one of 
the largest ana finest in the city, is a com- 
plete wreck. The loss will not ‘be less than 
$65,000, with an insurance, perhaps, of half that 
amount. About 1:15 o'clock Anthony Evans, 
the janitor, who lived across the street, left bis 
home with the intention of visiting toe churen 
for the purpose of attending to the _ boiler. 
Twenty minutes later a report was beard which 
shook the windows in the buildings for a mile 
around. The air was filled with flyine bricks, 
stones, and otber portions of the building, while 
the large brick chimneys toppled and fell. ‘The 
side walls were bulged out but did not fall. The 
roof of the Rev. Father Oechtering's residence 
was entirely demolished, while the Catholic 
school building, immediately south of the 
church, which was’ filled with children at the 
time, was terribly shaken up, though none of 
the inmates were badly injured. 

Miss Alberta Willard, a 13-year-old girl, on her 
way to school was passing the church at the mo- 
ment the explosion occurred. One of the large 
doors suspended just above the main entrance 
gave way and fell, crushing her beneath its 
weight, and killing her instantly. After the 
fire was under control men set to work to ex- 
plore the ruins for dead or wounded. Aftera 
half hour’s search they came across the black- 
ened, mangled body of the engineer, Anthony 
Evans. The body was horribly mutilated. The 
top of the head was com pletely blown off, the 
brains scattered, the arms and lega broken in 
hait a dozen places, and the entire body burned 
and scalded until it resembled little that. is 
human. The shock of the explosion was heard 


allover the city, many people rushing from 
their homes, tuinking that there was an earth- 
quake. 





THE NEW-JERSEY ASSEMBLY.

one by Mr. Schreebofer, prohibiting the rail- 
roads from charging more than Il cent per mile 
fare within 20 miles of New-York, and one by 
Mr. Gangerver, enacting a marriage license law 
such as has recently been enacted in Pennsylva- 


nia. Both branches of the Legislature have ad- 
journed for the week.

THE VALUE OF HIS NERVES. 

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 138.—The case of 
Henry Waterman, of Milton. against the Chi- 
cago and Alton Railroad for $50,000 damages has 
been terminated with a verdict for Waterman of 
$22,000. In December, 1882, Waterman was in 
Chicazo with two cars of stock, which the St. 
Pau: Road had shipped for him. While taking 
them to the stock yards the train was run into 
by a Chicago and Alton engine. Waterman gus- 
tained a fall from which spinal difficulties re- 
sulted. His nervous system was completely 
Shattered. He has to be carried about on a cot, 
4 and gave his testimony from a cot before the 
jury. The case attracted wide attention, and 
every effort was made by the railroad company 
to prove that the nervous troubles resulted 
trom causes other than therailroad accident, 


CRUSHED TO DEATH IN A MINE. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Jan. 13.—A car 
loaded with miners, which was being lowered 
down the three-hundred foot shaft of the Gay- 
lord slope at Plymouth this morning, when near 
the bottom was suddenly stopped and raised 
from its position before the men had alignted. 
One of them, George Sage, was thrown trom the 
carand caught between it and theside of the 
shaft as the car was redescending. Assoon as 
the car could be stopped Sage’s body, which was 


4 crushed toan unrecognizable mass, was recoy- 
ered. He was a married man, 42 years old. 








LOST HIS SALARY AND SITUATION. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 13.—C. F. Tessier,

HEADFOREMOST INTO A FURNACE. 

EASTON, Penn., Jan. 13.—Matthias Becker 
met with a horrible death last night at the Beth- 
lehem Iron Works, where he was employed.

While 
doing this he was overcome with gas and fell 
headforemost into the furnace. His body was 
burned to a crisp before his fellow-workmen, 
who saw him fall, succeeded in pulling him out.

CHARGES OF OFFENSIVE PARTI 
SANSHIP NOT FORTHCOMING. 
THE PRESIDENT AND HIS ADVISERS RETICENT 

ABOUT OFFICIAL CHANGES—A SUCCES- 
SOR TO MR. ACTON NOT YET FOUND. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Republican Sen- 
ators who have talked confidentially about the 
attempt made by the Senate committee to extort 
reasons from the President for suspending 
officers during the recess speak of it in a way 
that must impress people with the idea that the 
Republicans have been foiled in a political 
undertaking. The circulars sent out by 
the committee to Cabinet officers calling 
for information touching suspensions’ and 
appointments were issued in the expectation, as 
is avowed, of discovering what the * offensive 
partisanship’’ was that led to some suspensions. 
To get at the cases upon which information was 
desired, the facts were called forin all. The 
Cabinet officers addressed have sent up the pa- 
pers recommending nominations and informa- 
tion to the effect that the good of the service ap- 
peared to make a change necessary or 
desirable. As stated yesterday, the Re- 
publican Senators having searched the papers, 
have been unable to find any charges of 
offensive partisanship. The Senators do not 
know what to make of it. One of them to-day 
said that if the tenure of office act meant any- 
thing it certainly entitled the Senate to know the 
reasons. If that assumption were disputed, and 
the President and the Cabinet officers refused to 
give reasons for suspensions, the Republicans 
could make it very unpleasant forthe Cabinet 
officers by calling them before the committees 
to answer under oath. If the Administration 
would say that all suspensions for which rea- 
sons were withheld were made for politic- 
al reasons that would probably put a 
stop to inquiry. The Cabinet officers seem 
to regard the terure of office act as not giving 
the Senate power to demand the President's 
reasons tor suspensions. As fixed up to throttle 
Johnson, it did authorize a demand upon the 
President for reasons. Amended to enable Grant 
to make changes without giving reasons, it left 
the Senate, in their opinion, no reason to 
expect explanations from the_ President, 
Thwarted in their attempt to obtain informa- 
tion from the Cabinet. officers, some 
of the Republican Senators, notably Mr. Lo- 
fan, are disposed to be combative. Others 
wre willing to drop the general fight 
and to oppose individual cases that are obnox- 
ious on their merits instead of insisting, as afew 
are disposed to do, that hereafter al! explanations 
shall be required directly from the President. 
One of the Senators on the Republican side, 
who is usually conservative, and who is dis- 
posed to afford the President a fair chance to 
equip the principal offices with men in political 
aceord with the Administration, said to-day 
that there was an imminent possibility of a 
etubborn fight, but a great probability that one 
would be avoided. 

*_* 
The President has not yet found the man he 
wants, who will accept, to put into the office of 
Sub-Treasurer at New-York. Mr. William Stein- 
way has been offered the place, and has followed 
Mr. Roosevelt's example in declining it. The 
nomination of Mr. Andrew H. Green is not to 
be looked for, unless it should be made upon the 
ground, as a prominent Democrat put it to-day. 
that he should receive it as a Democratic mug- 
wump. The explanation of this allusion to Mr. 
Green is that it has not been possible to discover 
that Mr. Green voted the Democratic ticket 
in 1884. While it is not asserted that he voted 
for Mr. Blaine, itis not maintained that he was 
for Mr. Cleveland, and it is intimated that he 
voted for the Sun’s candidate. The reasons for 
the declination of Mr. Bigelow, whose letter is 
still withheld at the White House, are to-day 
stated ina Washington paper, on the authority 
of a New-York gentleman: “ When Mr. Bige- 
low went to the Sub-Treasury,” says this gentie- 
man, “and foundthat he would become custo- 
dian of $175,000,000. he was appalled at the idea. 
The immensity of the responsibility staggered 
him. He discussed the appointment with bis 
wife andtold her of the millions which would 
be confided to his care, whereupon she most 
resolutely set her face against his accepting the 
place and urged him to decline it, she pointed 
out that the anxiety wouldjbe too much for him, 
and it was her pleading which induced him to 
take the step he did. 1 know this to be 
a fact. I have been given to understand 
on very good authority that Mr. Bigelow, in his 
letter to the President, mentioned that his wife 
was opposed to his taking the office, and it was 
because his wife’s name was brought into the 
matter that his letter was not made public. He 
was sensitive of the ridicule which he thought 
the Republican papers would heap upon him for 
being dominated by his wife, but 1 think he only 
pursued the manly and right course under the 
circumstances,”

More work was accomplished by the Senate 
to-day in executive session than on any previous 
day ot the present Congress. Over 150 Post- 
masters were confirmed, and, in addition, a 
long list of navy promotions. A large number 
of consular and diplomatic appointments and 
numerous nominations under the Interior 
and ‘Treasury Departments and the De- 
> piggee of Justice were also favora- 


jy acted upon. First Auditor Chenoweth 
was among those confirmed. It is understood 
that little time was wasted to-day in the wrangle 
over the rightsof the Senate as to getting at the 
President’s reasons for removing or appointing 
Federal officers, a ee of the Senators hav- 
ing concluded that it was best to postpone that 
subject until the calendar could be cleared of 
some of the hundreds of nominations against 
which there are no protests and over which 


there are no contests,

Senator Edmunds, it is said, has managed 
affairs in the Judiciary Committee in regard to 
the disposition of appointments very shrewdly, 
and bas so far succeeded in obtaining the in- 
formation he needed better than his brother 
Senators on other committees. It is reported 


that he 1s very much amused at the failure of 


Senator Morrill to procure for the Finance Com- 
mittee replies that come up to the expectations 
of tnat body of Senators, and that he asked him, 
with a roguish smile, how he was going to get 
out of the scrape he had got into. This question 
is said to have been suggested by the re- 
ply sent to the Finance Committee in regard 
to the suspension of Collector James ‘Armstrong 
at Utica, and the appointment of Mr. Beach, of 
Syracuse. Secretary Manning sent up the papers 
recommending the appointment of Mr. Beach, 
and the statement that the suspension of Arm- 
strong appeared to be reguired in the interest of 
the internal revenue service. With the recom- 
mendation for Beach and the brief explanation 
referred to, came a letter from Mr. Armstrong 
addressed to Private Secretary Lamont. The 
letter was not only the production of an illiter- 
ate person, but it struck the Republicans 
onthe Finance Committee as being so craven a 
bid for Democratic protection, with intimations 
of a desire to reciprocate by assistance to the 
Democrats if he should be retained in office, that 
the Republican Senators concluded that it 
would be wise to drop Armstrong as a bad case 
to attempt to take careof. Mr. Armstrong is 
the member of the “Spartan band" of 1881, to 
whom Roscoe Conkling addressed a dispatch 
complimenting the stubborn legislators for their 
support ana resistance to “ forbidden and abhor- 
rent forces.” It would appear that his Spartan 
Republicanism bas deteriorated since he re- 
ceived that memorable dispatch. 


How many more resolutions and speeches on 
the subject of silver coinage remain to be pre- 
sented in the Senate nobody knows, but there 


are no signs yet of a falling off of the interest 
most of the Senators display in the matter. Sen- 
ator Coke’s very long speech in opposition to the 
demonetization of silver was heard this after- 
noon with the same interest which has marked 
the reception of all the previous speeches 
on this question, and Senator Brown ex- 
pects the same attention when he takes the floor 
to-morrow. Mr. Eustis, who wants the Govern- 
ment bonds recently called in by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to be paid for in silver, will ad- 
dress the Senate on Monday next, and onthe 
followiug day the Committee on Finance will 
take up his resolution for discussion and action. 
Mr. Eustis bas no faith in the *‘ clamor” of tho 
anti-silver men that the payment of bonds in 
silver would prove disastrous to the people, and 
he thinks the best way to prove the empti- 
ness of the claim will be to pay out 
the silver and await the result. This, he says, 
would be the most practical and satisfactory 
way of solving one of the problems about which 
there is a good deal of dispute. Mr. Eustis is not 
very sanguine of tavorable action by the Finance 
Committee upon his resolution, nor of its 
es. by the Senate, but he means to do what 
e can to push it through, believing that it pro- 
vides for a test experiment, the results of which 
would be of great value in determining a ques- 
tion in which the whole country is interested. 


Persons who are ina position to know are as- 
serting since the organization of the Coinage, 
‘Weights and Measures Committee to-day, that 


there is no doubt about its friendliness to the 
proposition to continue the coinage of the silver 
dollar.

THE BOARDERS DRIVEN OUT. 


AN EXCITING FIRE IN A LEXINGTON-AVE- 


NUE DWELLING. 
The four-story and basement brick dwell- 
ing No. 643 Lexington-avenue was badly dam- 
aged by fire last evening, and the occupants suf- 
ered considerable lossin consequence. The house 
is owned by Mrs. H. Grassmeyer, of No. 151 East 
Sixtieth-street, and is occupied as a boarding 
house by Mrs. Henrietta Strauss. The fire was 
discovered by a servant girl a little before 6 
o'clock in asmall room in the basement. Had 
it occurred in the middle of the night loss of life 


would probably have resulted, so rapidly did the 
flames spread. The boarders were awaiting the 
summons for dinnet when they were startled by 
the alarm of fire. 

In a few minutes the smoke was s0 dense that 
the boarders were compelled to beat a hasty re- 
treat. There was a great deal of excitement 
among the ladies, but they all left the building 
in safety. bey A had no time, however, to don 
their wraps or bonnets. They were given tem- 
porary accomedations in the neighboring houses, 

The fire soon worked its way up to the parlor 
floor, and trom there the flames rushed along 
the staircase to the top of the house, and the in- 
tense heat burst the giass in the skylight on the 
roof. Before the _ fire could gotten 
under’ control the staircase from the 
basement clear up to the fourth floor was 
burned, The parlor doors were blistered and 
burned, and all the doors of the upper rooms 
opening on the staircase and halls 
were blackened and scorched. Tho firemen 
succeeded in keeping the flames out of 
the bedrooms on tioors above the parlor, except 
one hall bedroom on the second floor and a serv- 
ant’s room on the fourth fluor, which were 
burned out. The walis throughout the house 
are scorched and blackened by thesmoke. The 
basement is a complete wreck. 

It is estimated that it will cost at least $3,000 
to put the house in repair., Last night it was 
uninhabitable, The building is insured for 
$12,000. Mrs. Strauss’s loss on furniture, car- 
pets, &c., is estimated at $3,500, and the losses 
of the boarders will aggregate $2,000 more. The 
losses are covered by insurances amounting to 
$6,500. be fire was caused by an overheated 
ftiue from the furnace.

THE BUFFALO MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE TO 
DEAL IN FUTURES AND OPTIONS. 
BurFrrFrato, Jan. 13.—The annual election 
and meeting of the Merchants’ Exchange was 
held to-day. The independent ticket, headed by 


Albert J. Wright, who isa member of the New- 


York Stock Exchange, was elected by a large 
majority. This means that a strong effort will 
be made to piace the Buffalo Exchange in the 
position among the Boards of Trade of the 
country to which she is justly entitled. In all 
probability a pit will soon be built and the deal- 
ing in futures and options will be begun. Tis at 
least, is the issue upon which the election was 
won. Interesting reports were presented. The 
oil dealers hope to be able this year to institute 
dealing in that commodity on the floor. During 
the year 36,095,671 bushels of wheat were weighed 
by the Exchange weighmaster. There were re- 
ceived 242,203,835 feet of lumber at this market 
by lake during the year, and 100,000,000 by rai!. 
The stock on handis estimated at 135,000,000. 
Buffalo is now rated as the greatest sheep mar- 
ket. in the world. 

In his annual address,President E. L. Hedstrom 
made a strong argument against national aid for 
the Erie Canal. He cited the many projects 
throughout the country for constructing new 
waterways all at the expense of the General 
Government. ‘The proportion of expense falling 
upon New-York State, providing these schemes 
materialized, ho said, would amount to about 

5,000,0000, in return for which we would re- 
ceive $5,000,000 tor the improvement of our own 
canal. What was $5,000,000 to a people who

AN OLD EXPRESSMAN DEAD. 

Derroit, Jan. 13.—George E. Pomeroy, 
an old resident of Detroit, but for the last 20 
years of Toledo, died in the latter city to-day at 
an advanced age. Mr. Pomeroy always claimed 
to have been the originator of the great ex- 
press system of the country. The express line 
ot Pomeroy & Co. was established at Albany, N. 
Y., in 1841 for the purpose of expediting the 
delivery of goods and parcels, and ran horse and 
wagon expresses. In 1845 the name was changed 
to the Wells Express Company, Mr. Pomeroy 
coming West and establishing the business in 
Michigan, with headquarters at Detroit. in 
1850 the original company was reorganized 
and took the name of the American 
Express Company. Mr. Pomeroy also claimed 
to be the originator of the letter 
eae stamp, using it first in connection with 

is express business. He went into the news- 
papér business in Detroit in 1851, in which be 
continued foreight or ten years. After remov- 
ing to Toledo he carried on an extensive real 
estate business.

CHARGES THAT IT WAS OBTAINED 
BY BRIBING LEGISLATORS. 
4 LIVELY DEBATE IN THE OHIO HOUSE, 
- RESULTING IN THE APPOINTMENT OF A 
COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE. 


Cotumnus, Ohio, Jan. 13—The storm 
signal waved over the Ohio House of Revre- 
sentatives this morning, and directly after the 
reading of the journal the political elements 
came together fn a manner that surprised not 
only the Republicans, but the Democratic 
side of the House. At the conclusion of 
the reading of the Journal, Mr. Hull, of 
Allen County, re¢ognized as the running mate 
of ex-Representative Allen O. Myers, aroge ona 
question of privilege,and sent to the clerk’s 
desk a resolution to be embraced in the privi- 
leged question, which he requested to be read. 
Before a dozen lines of the resolution had been 
read every one acquainted with Myers and his 
peculiar tactics plainly discerned the ear marks 
of his composition and the spirit that controls 
him at all times and on all occasions. The Dem- 
ocrats exchanged giances, and there was mani- 
fest disgust as the Clerk proceeded to read the 
resolution, which was as follows: 

Whereas, It has been charged that $1,200 was paid 
to ecure a vote for John Sherman for Senator; and 


"hereas, There have been frequent charges of the 
corrupt use of money by Charles Foster at elections; 


and 

Whereas, It 1s charged that Charles Kurtz, Gov. 
Foraker’s private secretury,is a member of the'school- 
book lobby, and as such spent certain sums of money 
contributed by the schoolbook monopoly to elect and 
defeat members for the present House; and 

Whereas, It has been charged that large sums of 
money have been pai to members of the last Legisla- 
— to elect Henry B. Payne to the United states Sen- 
ate: an 
Whereas, It bas been charged in the Ohio State Jour- 
naland other Kepublican papers that the Hon. Seth 
Brown, a member of this House, secured his place by 
bribery, fraud, and corruption: and 
hereas, it has been charged tnat the Hon. FE. L. 
Lampson, of Ashtabula, secured his nomination by 
dishonest and unfair means; therefore 
Be tt resolved. by the General Assembly of the State 
of Ohio, That a joint committee of three on the part 
of the House and twoon the par: of the Senate be 
and are hereby authorized to be appointed to make 
the most searching investigation of all of these 
charges, and they shall have power to send for persons 
and papers, and employ @ stenographer, and said com- 
mittee shall conduct said examination with open doors, 
and shall lay all of the facts pertaining to these 
charges that they may obtain before the Legislature 
at the earliest moment, with such recommendations as 
they may think best. 
Mr. Hull had not learned his lesson thorough- 
ly. His intention was to introduce itas a joint 
resolution, but he failed to do so, which left it 
simply a House affair. The Democrats were 
amazed to discover the plight in which they had 
been placed by one of their own party, acting 
under the instructions of Mr. Myers, and, while 


suffering from the effects of the surprise, 
Mr. Ryan (Republican) moved to amend the res- 
olution by striking out all after the words 
** Therefore, be it resolved,” and inserting ** And 
Whereas, It has been charged by Democratic anthor- 
ity that Mr. Zeigler of Crawford, Shultz of Fairfield 
Hunt of Shelby, Baker of Darke, votedtor Henry B. 
Payne in the election for United States Senator in 
the Sixty-sixth General Assembly, and by virtue of 
bribes and moneys furnished by the said Payne and nis 
friends; and 

Whereas, Charges have been made In responsible 
public prints to the effect that Mr. David Baker, of 
Darke, attempted to bribe a certain member of this 
Lesisiature, therefore, 

Resolved, That this investigation be referred tothe 
Committee on Privileges and Klections to examine into 
the same, and they are instructed and authorized to 
employ astenographer and tosend for persons and 
papers. 

The Democrats saw that they were in for it, 
and that one of thoir own number was responsi- 
ble for it. They were placed in sucha position 
that they could notact on the defensive even, 
and their mortification was mostcomplete. Mr. 
Williams (Democrat) regarded the resolution as 
littie better than an outrage,and from a legal 
standpoint argued that the House{had no authori- 
ty so into the investigation of any member's con- 
duct before he became a member of the House. 
Mr. Ryan replied, citing the action of the Senate 
of the Sixty-sixth Genera! Assembly in looking 
into the record of Mr. Fasset and sending a 
committee to Pittsburg. He also referred to 
the expulsion of O’Connor tof offenses com- 
mitted betore being elected to the House of 
Representatives, and wanted a full and thor- 
ough investigation of these wholesale charges of 
bribery. Mr. brown, (Republican, of Warren, 
d2manded the fullest investigation, and stated 
that the resolution was written by one Allen O. 
Myers. The charges were not specific. and it 
did not even state when John Sherman 
had paid $1,200 for a vote. Mr. Hull 
arose and said that it was 12 #£4xyears 
ago. Mr. Shultz, who, it was alleged, accepted a 
bribe, said that he hud no respect for Mr. Dona- 
van, by whom the charges were made, ‘They 
were Willful lies,so0 far as he was concerned; 
but he favored a full inquiry into the election 
of Henry B. Payne, and would vote for an in- 
vestigation into the alleged bribery in connec- 
tion therewith. Hethen offered an amendment 
striking out allof the resolution except that part 
referring to the investigation linto the election 
of Henry B. Payne. This was ruled out of 
order until the first amendment was acted upon. 
Finally Mr. Cowgill, of Champaign, a former 
Speaker of the House, stated that he would pre- 
gent a substitute for Mr. Hull's resojution 
which he felt confident would be regarded as 
fair and just to ali concerned. He would intro- 
duce the resolution in the hope that those gen- 
tlemen now suffering neces of the charges 
preferred against them might be able to prove 
their innocence, and if any were guilty that they 
alone shoujd suffer the disgrace and dishonor. 
He then submitted the following, which was ac- 
cepted, both Democrats and Republicans voting 


for its adoption, with the exception of Mr, Hull: 


Whereas, The Cincinnatt Conmerctal Gazette of date 
Jan. 12 of 1886 containsa pointed statement on the 
authority or S. K. Donavan, alleging grave charges 
against the official integrity and character of certain 
members of this house—namely, the Hon. D. Bak 
the Hon. P. Hunt, the Hon. W. A. &e a 
Hion. Mr. Ziegler—ro definite and precise in stutement 
as to cali for immediate action in order to vindicate 
the reputation of the members of this House; there- 


ore : 

Resolved, That a select committee of five be appoint- 
ed to inquire into all the fucts of the charges 40 al- 
leged and report their conclusions to the House at as 
exrly adate as possible, and Jn their prosecution of 
the faguiries saia select committee aro empowered to 
send for ae and papers and examine witnesses 
under oath. 

The Speaker appointed as a select committee 
in compliance with the above resolution Messrs. 
Cowgill, Tompkins, Rawlins,Le Blonde, and Hub- 
bard, three Republicans, and two Democrats, The 
committee is regarded as an excellent one by 
both Democrats and Republicans, and its de- 
cision will be eagerly looked for and generally 
accepted. 

It is learned to-night that proceedings will be 
speedily instituted to oust the four Democratic 
Senators from Hamilton County. It is also 
claimed in high Republican circles that the 
United States Senate will hold an investigation 
and inquire into the methods alleged to have 
been brought into play in connection with the 
election of Mr. Payne to the Senate. Itisclaimed 
that sufficient evidence will be brought out to 
force the resignation of the Cleveland statesman. 





BUSINESS FAILURES. 
Burrawo, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The inventory 
and schedule in the assignment of Henry J. 
Shuttleworth to Henry W. Lindermann were 
filed in the office of the County Clerk this after- 
noon. They showed the total liabilities to be 
$21,880 43; nominal value of assets, $41,004 61; 
actual value, $7,296 14. Among the creditors 

are a large number of Buffalo firms. 


Newport, R. J., Jan. 13.—A meeting of 
the creditors of Albert Hammett, a large lum- 
ber dealer, was held here yesterday. His in- 
debtedness proved to be $100,800. Of this $30,000 
is in mortgages, which must be paid in full. 
creditors voted to accept 85 cents on the dollar, 
which will place Hammett in a way to resume 
business.

PirrspurG, Penn., Jan. 13.—Delegates 
representing 80 of the principal cities ot the 
Union met here to-day for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a national assuciation of journeymen 
bakers. A temporary organization was com- 
pleted by the election of J. M. Leow, of Brook- 


lyn, President; Henry Eberle, of New-York, 
Vice-President, and Ernest Dittrich, of Chicago, 
Secretary. New-York reported 870 members in 
good standing and Chicago 630. Local organiza- 
tions exist in nearly every city, but this is the 
firot attempt to establish a national union. The 
convention will probably continue all the week.

A JUDGE'S LIFE ATTEMPTED.

ASSASSINATION FOILED. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Jan 18.—His ‘Honor 
John B. Livingston, President Judge of the 
Courts of Lancaster County, had an experience 
this morrning that he does not care to go 
through soon again, an attempt being made to 
assassinate him by J. J. Dosch, a saloon keeper, 
to whom he refused a license 2 year ago when it 
came to his knowledge that Dosch kept a disor- 
derly house and violated the liquor laws in every 
possible way. Dosch then swore that he would 
kill Livingston. He closed up his saloon here 
and moved to Reading, where he lost a large 
amount of money. A few days ago he re- 
turned to this city, evidently suffering from 
the effects of too much liauor. This morning 
he called at the Judge’s residence, and was sent 


into the library, where Nathaniel Elimaker was 
talking to the Judge. Dosch waited until Ell- 
maker had departed and then quietly up- 
proached Livingston, who was waiting to learn 
his business. e tumbled in his left breast 
pocket, and suddenly pulling out a revolver 
pointed at the Judge’s breast and pulled the trig- 
ger. The weapon was not discharged, however, 
and the next instant, before he could pull again, 
Livingston dashed the revolver aside and seized 
him by the throat. A severe struggle fol- 
lowed, but Livingston is the larger of the two 
men, and, exerting his whole strength, he 
or ig Dosch the entire length of the library 
ead first into tho depths of a large armchair. 
He then managed to seize the revolver and 
wrested it from Dosch’s grasp, after which be 
ejected him from the house. 
Dosch was arrested and committed without 
bail fora hearing on charges of felonious assault, 
carrying concealed weapons, and surety of the 
peace. After his arrest he declared that he 
would yet kill Livingston, as he had ruinea him 
aud his family by refusing him a license. It was 
afterward discovered that Livingston probabiy 
owes his life to the prudent action of a mer- 
chant who thismorning sold Dosch the revolver, 
which is of the most improved pattern and car- 
ries a 88-calibre cartridge. The merchant noticed 
that Dosch appeared to be under the influence 
of liquor, and, fearing that he would 
do damage with the weapon, and he evidently 
was not accustomed to bandling a revolver, he 
loaded it with rim fire cartridges. though centre 
fire cartridges were the proper kind. Therefore 
when Dosch pulled the trigger the cartridge ex- 
ploded without effect. Dosch is suffering from 
delirium tremens, and is clearly demented. 
Great excitement was occasioned by the affair, 
and Judge Livingston's library has been filled all 
day with visitors who called to offer their con- 
gratulations. 


DOCTORS BY THE EARS. 
PovuGcHKeErEpsi£, N. ¥., Jan. 13.—At the 
annual meeting of the Dutchess County Medical 
Society this afternoon Dr. Barton, of Red Hook, 
read a paper on ‘* Dyspepsia,’’ in which he at- 
tacked the ideas of Dr. Austin Flint, of New- 
York, as to the disease. He criticsied a paper 
upon the subject read before the New-York 
Medical Society in 1884 by Dr. Flint, in which 
the latter directed his patients to pay no atten- 
tion as to what agreed or disagreed with them. 
Dr. Barton also attacked Dr. Flint’s statement 
that the idea that a man’s mental condition had 
much to do with dyspepsia was a novel one. 
Before the society adjourned it arranged for a 
special meeting to be held on Jan. 27 to consider 
charges of a violation of the code of ethics 
against Dr. Wimpleberg, and also a charge of 
sending an insulting letter to one of the pnhysi- 
cians of the society.

It also transpired during the 
day that Dr. Parker, one of the most prominent 
physicians-of the city, has sued Dr. Porteous, 
another prominent physician, for libel, in mak- 
ing certain statements about the condition of 
the broken leg of a merchant or the city whom 
Dr. Parker attended. Itis also reported that Dr. 
Biancnard will, at the coming special meeting, 
prefer charges against Dr. Robert M. Tuthill.

DIXIE TURNED TO ICELAND 


MOBILE’S WATER MAINS AND GAS 
METERS FROZEN UP. 
HEAVY LOSS OF STOCK IN THE CATTLE 
RAISING COUNTRY—NASHVILLE BRIDGES 
DESTROYED BY ICE, 


Mosr1ez, Ala., Jan. 13.—The weather 1¥ 
the severest ever experienced along this coast. 
It has continued cold, with very little modera- 
tion, since Friday morning. Monday was the 
coldest day ever known here, the mercury drop- 
ping from 17° at daylight to 11° at 9 o’clock. The 
wind was very stiff fromthe north. A part of 
the city was without gas last night, the meters 
generally being frozen. The water main on the 
north side of the town is frozen, and water is at 
a premium. The weather grew somewhat warm- 
er to-day, but to-night shows little improve- 
ment over last night. The orange trees ir: 
this district are undoubtedly frozen, but 
if the sap is not running up they will 
thaw out, if warm weather comes gradually. 
There are about 10,000 trees here, valued, when 
in full bearing, at from $20 to $50 each, and pro- 
ducing annually a crop worth from $6,000 to 
$8,000. The crop for this year is lost. Whether 
the trees are dead or not: cannot be ascertained 
until Spring. Itis probable, however, that the 
greater number have been killed. There have 
been frozen and killed cabbages, which if they 
had matured would have sold for $100,000. Most 
of the farmers have a reserve of plants, and ex- 
pect to make a crop somewhat late, but as large 
us usual. 


Waco, Texas, Jan. 13.—The storm which 
swept over Téxas last Thursday, and has con- 
tinued with but little abatement up to to-day, is 
without parailel in the history ot Texas in its 
extent, severity, and duration. Intelligence 
from the cattle regions is of the gloomiest and 
most depressing character. The loss in cattle 
will be great and cannot be approximately esti- 
mated. From the southwest and. west news is 
received that the cattle are drifting against the 
fences and are rapidly perishing from the cold. 
and that the loss wili be unusually heavy. From 
Batesville, in the northwest, the news comes that 
cattle are dyfug by the hundreds from the cold, 
The loss will be enormous, no provision bay- 
ing been made for the care of cattic in these bleak 
districts, which are devoid of everything ex- 
cept grass. The loss t» the cattle industry in 
the Panhandle will also be very great. All water 
pools and streams throughout the heavy cattle. 
growing district of the State are frozen over 
hard, and to add to the gravity of the situation 
a heavy snowstorm set in late on Monday night, 
and Texas, from the Sabine to the Kio Grande 
and from the Red River to the Gulf, is covered 
to a depth varying from two inches to one foot, 
The indications this mornipg are of another 
fall equaliy as heavy. ‘This will completely 
cover tho grass on the ranges, and, as no pro. 
vision has been made for feeding, the death 
rate among the stock will reach frigbtful pro. 
portions and entail a loss of millious. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 13.—The weath.« 
eris much milder to-day. ‘he lowest tempera- 
ture recorded at the signal oflice last night waa 
22>, During the afternoon it rose to 438°, but 
slowly fell toward evening, and the probabilities 
are that it will go slightly below the freezing 
point to-night. Thts gradual rise of tempera- 
ture will minimize the damage of the excegsive 
cola of Sunday and Monday, and the belief now 
is that beyond the loss of the fruit on the trees 
and the blighting of the leaves and young 
branches the orange trees have sulfered no ma. 
terial damage. Thecold wave made itself felt 
even at Key West, though there was no frost 
there. Throughout the orange section the fruit 
on the trees was frozen. A sxradual thaw will 
save the trees, except the young ones. 


LittLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 13.—The recent 
storm and cold weather have caused great loss of 
stock in the Indian Territory. The storm is de- 
scribed as th? most severe ever known in ths 
Territory. Cattle wandered for miles, and num- 
bers have been found frozen, having been 
ehecked by wire fences. Streams are frozen, 
the ground is covered with snow, and the 
weather is extremely cold. The McClellan Cattle 
Company, which owns one of the largest herds 
in the Cherokee country, has lost many cattle, 
while the Cherokee Live Stock Association and 
other companies have suffered heavily. It is be- 
lieved that the losses already equal those of last 
Winter. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 15.—Atan early 
hour this morning huge blocks of ice began 
floating down the river rendering navigation 
dangerous. Immense quantities piled around 
the talse work of the new iron bridge, threaten- 
ing the destruction of that structure. It soon 
broke and struck the ponton bridge, which has 
been used by the public during the erection of 
the new bridge, and with acrash the ponton 
broke and was carried along distance Cown the 
stream, striking the wheels of the steamers Julien 
Gracey and IT. T. Hillman. Both were broken. 
‘ne Hillman was thrown against the pier of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad bridge, besr tern 
being lodged on the pier and her bow on the 
bank. Yheiceatthis point istwo inches thick, 
and extends to the head of the river,fwhere it is 
four inches in thickness. Navigation fs entirely 
suspended onthe Upper Cumberiand.

CHARLESTON, S. C., Jan. 13.—The Nes 
and Courter relief bureau to-day distributed 5if 
loads of fuel to indigent families of Charleston, 
making a total of 676 families who bave beex 
supplied with one week’s fuel since Tuesday 
last. Tbe wood was mainly contributed by tba 
railway managers. Liberal contributions, botr 
in fuel and money, have been made, and much 
suffering consequent upon tho cold spell las 
been relioved and prevented. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 13.—For two days the 
port of Baltimore has been blockaded by ice ex- 
cept for heavy steamships. The ice is reported 
very firm as far down Chesapeake Bay as Sharp’ 
Island, 60 miles below this city. The results ar¢ 
parren markets and a largo decrease in articles 
of food which are supplied in whole or ia part 
by way of the bay. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Jan. 15.—The lifa 
saving crews along the beach pxssed through 
some very severe experiences Curing the last 
storm.

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DECEIVED BY A MIRAGE] 
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RESCUE OF THE REST OF THE 
CREW OF THE HYLTON CASTLE. 
WHEN MILES OUT TO SEA FIRE ISLAND 
SEEMS WITHIN HAILING DISTANCE— 

PICKED UP BY A FISHING SMAOK. 

On Tuesday, while the rescued boat’s 
frew of the ill-fated steamer Hylton Castle were 
pn their way to the city and were sorrowing for 
the supposed loss of their 12 shipmates, whom 
they left behind them some miles out at sea on 
Monday morning, a fishing smack was seen off 
Fire Island heading to the westward. In the 
tow of this smack was a large white boat, which 
resembled the missing boat from the Hylton 
Castie, and on the deck of the smack were seen 
more men than she would usually carry as her 
trew. It was hoped that the smack had picked 
up the missing boat's crew, and the intelligence 
that there were strong hopes that Capt. Colvin 
and his men had been rescued was telegraphed 
to the city. 

The smack was seen yesterday morning off 
Sandy Hook, and the life-saving crew at that 
point went out to ber and learned that she had 
rescued the missing boat's crew when the men, 
in an almost exhausted condition, were slowly 
drifting to an awful death. The life-saving 
crew returned to Sandy Hook and telegraphed 
the good newsto the city. The smack, which 
proved to be the Stephen Woolsey, Capt. N. 8. 
Keeney, was taken in tow by the tug Rambler, 
which started toward the city with her. The 
fishing vessel was soon afterward bailed by the 
tug Millard, Capt. Phil Dick, which took off the 
rescued men and landed them at Castle Garden 
hortly before noon, They at once proceeded to 
on British Consulate, where they were told to 
go to the Sailors' Home, in Cherry-street. Here 
they were welcomed by their old shipmates, who 

ade the Fire Island beach on Monday, and all 

ands sat down to a bountiful dinner, 

The men who went in Capt. Colvin’s boat seem 
to have had a more trying experience than 
those who were in the mate’s boat. Several of 
the former were badly frostbitten, and one of 
them went to the hospital during the afternoon. 
When shortly before daylight on Monday Capt. 
Colvin gave orders to abandon the sinking Hyl- 
ton Castle the two boats were lowered into the 
fea on the starboard side. This work was easily 
done, as the starboard railing was.already under 
water. Into the larger boat, which the Cap- 
tain had decided to take, were thrown 
two beakers of water, two cans of 
meat, and a small bag of bread. The chief 
engineer, second mate, boatswain, carpenter, 
five firemen, and four seamen got into this boat. 
Seven men then got into the smaller boat. 
‘Soon after daybreak the mate stepped into the 
smaller boat, and Capt. Colvin sprang into tho 
larger. For some time the two boats tossed 
about among the seas to leeward of the wreck, 
which rolled from side to side and buried its 
head beneath the waves at frequont intervals, 
when at length the battered wreck raised its 
stern into the airand plunged downward into 
the ocean, the seething vortex which marked 
the place where it had disappeared nearly 
Bwamping the Captain’s boat. In trying to 


Yow into smoother water two of the six oars 
in the boat were broken. 

The two boats headed in the direction of tbe 
bor Isiand Lighthouse, which rose above the

Then she was lost sight of a'to- 
gether. The second mate took the tiller of the 
Captain’s boat and held her head in the direction 
in which the lighter boat nad Gieappeered. The 
two oars which remained were kept going, but 
they gavethe boat but little headway. The 
spar and sail which had been placed in the boat 
were thrown overboard in order to lighten her, 
Spray dashed over the boat and froze until it 
became coated with ice inside and out. Occa- 
sionally a sea would be shipped, and the men 
would hurriedly bail this out. 

Only one man in the whole boat’s crew had 
olektog. The others would have been drenched 
had not the water froze before it could pene- 
trate their garments. Several of the men kept 
their hands and feet constantly in motion in or- 
er to keep them from being frostbitten. The 
second mate held the tiller under his arm until 
the spray had formed a mass of ice which 
fastened his sleeve securely to his coat. Still 
the brave man beld his post for hours, Others 
offered to take the tiller, but he refused to part 
with it. Atlength the ice completely covered 
am, and he showed signs of exhaustion. He 
then had fo be dragged away from the tiller. 
His boots had frozen to the bottom of the boat, 
and be was frozen fast to his seat. After 
another man had taken his place as much of the 
ice as possible was knocked and scraped 
from his clothing. The spray froze on the;Cap- 
tain’s whiskers until the latter were joined fast 
= over his mouth. Others who caught

STEINITZ-COMPELLED TO RESIGN *AFTER ‘HIS 
. FORTY-SIXTH MOVE, 


The second game in the chess match be- 
tween Steinitz and Zukertort-for the champion- 
ship of the world was set down to take place 
yesterday, and a little after 2 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon both the champions appeared at Cartier’s 
Hall, in Fifth-avenue, where a fair number of 
chess experts and amateurs were already wait- 
ing forthem. Steinitz looked somewhat care- 
worn, while Zukertort seemed fresher and more 
confident. After exchanging remarks with 
their friends, the contestants sat down to the 
chess table. 

It being Steinita’s first move, ne opened with 
the Scotch gambit, P—K4. It was replied to in 
rerular manner, and then the white king's 
knight leaped into the arena to attack the ad-

A few thought that the rea- 
son was because Steinitz did not feel himself, 
and preferred drawing to losing a game, while 
others were of the opinion that he did not want 
to discourage Zukertort by two defeats in suc. 
cession in the early part of the match. 

Steinitz began manceuvering with his horse, 
whereupon Zukertort invoked the influence of 
the church by leading down a mitred ecole- 
siastic, who impelied a white knight to stand 
guard. over his king. The cavalry onslaught, 
however, was not checked, for the white queen's 
knight pierced through a black horseman, but 
in turn suffered a humiliating death at the hands 
of a colored private, The last move, however, 
doubled the black pawns and gave Steinitz an 
opportunity to bring out a bishop to Q3, but 
Zukertort pushed forward 8 pawn, and then 
there was another exchange of riflemen, Neither 
of the champions had an enviable position, and 
they immediately took the precaution of castling. 

“lt is anybody's game now," was the remark 
made by several experts at this stage of the 
game, so evenly were the contestants matched. 
Steinitz returned to the attack with his bishop 
to K—Kt5, threatening the remaining black 
knight and with apparently sinister designs 
upon the Ethiopian queen. Zukertort simply 
moved forward a pawn to Q—B3. His opponent 
then seemed to change his tactics to an attack 
upon the black king's wing, as he made his 
charger wheel round to K2, and then to K—Kt3, 
while Zukertort advanced upon the white bishop. 

Here a long pause ensued. The ficht began to 
be serious. Some predicted that Steinitz would 
take the black knight and let his bishop ¢ 
while others felt sure that he would withdraw 
his prelate, as he still hada useforhim. The lat- 
ter prophots guessed right, for Steinitz withcrew 
him to Q2. Zukertort was developing a strong 
attack. He ordered his knight torward to Kt5 
and with heavy artillery in the rear threatened 
mate. The large hall was gradually filling up 
with visitors, and a sea of upturned faces eager- 
ly scanned the large recording chessboard 
against the wall. In their minds they figure 
out ail the combinations that would be forme 
in the next three or four moves. Steinitz evi- 
dently regarded the situation as serious, for he 
indulged in one of his prolonged meditations, 

ntly stroked his beard seyeral times, and final- 
f planked his bishop og XS 

Many did not unders®ind the move, especially 
when the Ethiopian queen swooped down to Ra, 
whereupon Steinitz killed the remaining black 
knight, sacrificing & bishop, en he fortified 
the position of his second bishop by placing him 
under cover of a piece of royal artillery. Down 
came the black bishop brandishing his crook at 
the rook, but when the latter was placed in his 
rear and promised to send him to kingdom come 

edid not turn to look back, but made a bee- 

ine for R3. , 

Then Steinitz again thought his situation was 
still critical He moved B-B 8. This was his 
eighteenth move and ended his first hour, while 
Dr. Zukertort had only spent 40 minutes in mak- 
ing his moves. But now the little doctor’s time 
for thinking had come, as it would not do to be 
too impetuous in the attack against such a skill- 
ful enemy, who was already embarrassing him. 
He moved P-K B 4, and thus protected a danger- 
ous point with a rook. hug the contest 
kept on, becoming hotter and hotter, now 
Zukertort hemming in Steinitz, and then the lat- 
ter, by ingenious and unexpected manceuvring, 
extricating himself in a miraculous manner. 
On the thirty-first move a recess was taken for 
supper, and soon after 8 o’clock the fight was 
renewed. Gradually, but steadily “Zukertort 
deployed his pawns, supporting them with artil- 
lery, and Steinitz, in spite of his skill, was come 
pelled to resign after the forty-sixth move, The 
next game will be played to-morrow afternoon.

ABUSES IN AN ALMSHOUSE, 


——_>-—_—— 
SOME REVOLTING DISCLOSURES FOLLOW 
AN OFFICIAL ‘INVESTIGATION. . 


Trenton, N, J., Jan. 18.—In 1888 the 
Legislature created a council to investi- 
gate the system of public charities and 
correctional institutions of this State and 
to examine into the condition and 
management of penal institutions, hospitals, 
asylums, and, in fact, all institutions of charity 
or care. The council consists of six mem- 
bers, who since their appointment have been 
very active in carrying out the intention of 
the Legislature. The report of the Council 
makes frightful revelations in regard tne man- 
agement of the Hudson County Almshouse. 
* As far asbad management is concerned,” says 
the report, “this institution stands without a 
peer in the State,"’ I'he description of the county 
almshouse given by the council shows that it is 
in a shocking condition, and were it not for the 
fact that the report is the work of respon- 
sible gentlemen, any person reading it might 
be inclined, to doubt that such a condition of 
things could exist at the present day. Thefood, 
says the report, is vile, the children unclean, 
and certainly in one instance half starved, 
while the odor which pervades the large building, 
giving shelter as it does to nearly 900 persons, 
is almost unbearable. Excuses were made for 
the condition of the institution at the first visit, 
but the evils were unremedied upon the second, 
when the management was, if possible, even 
worse than before. 

The report gives some details which seem 
rather to be pictures drawn from a vivid im- 
agination than a desoription of an existing 
state of things in the most popu- 
lous county in the 8tate. “In what 
is termed the hospital, being a large room on the 
top floor of the building containing many pa- 
tients, your council found one man lying upon 
a bed about the centre of the room. n one 
side of him were a number of convalescents 
playing various games for their amusement. 
On the other ‘were several patients kneel- 
ing before a rudely constructed altar offering 
up devotions, while in other parts of the 
roo 3 men were laughing and smoking, By the 
side of the patient’s couch, on a chair, was 
a bone, from which the meat had been removed 
by some other inmate, and a tin cup containing 
fluid of unknown quality, termed coffee. This 
man, sO near dissolution that attempts at ex- 
pectoration resulted only in the sputa barely 
passing his mouth and falling upon the bed- 
clothes, died while the members of the 
council were present. The body was hastily 
gathered up, placed in a box which seemed 
to be awaiting his departure, and with- 
vut any indication of the existence of 
any individual in authority it was carted 
off to be buried, While his was 
going on there was no cessation of the ribaldry 
or tobacco smoking, Within 20 feet of this point 
lay another man in the last stages of consump- 
tion, who expectorated a great deal, and in order 
to avoid the work of frequent cleaning, a large 
vessel was brought and kept there during the 
whole day. By theside of this vessel stood a 
cup of mystery and meat. In reply to 
a question by one of the visiting members of the 
Council as to whether he desired anything to 
make him more comfortable, the man expressed 
a wish that the smoking might be discontinued, 
as in consequence thereof he was continually 
coughing. He also complained of cold air blow- 
ing from an open window by hisside. Openin 
rom the same room is a watercloset, which ha 

een condemned for sanitary reasonssome weeks 
before, the condition of which had not been im- 
proved.” 

The report contains other details hardly fit 
for publication, but taken together they cer- 
tainly call fora change in the management of 
the County Almshouse of Hudson County. 


AN INCIDENT OF CITY LIFE, 


DRATH BY HEART DISEASE OF A ONOE 
WEALTHY AND NOTED WOMAN. 


In the modest little chapel of the Faith 
Home, No. 103 West Twenty-seventh-street, the 
Rey. Dr. Taylor, of the Broadway Tabernacle, 
will this afternoon rgad the burial service 
over the body of a friendless woman who 
was received into the Home a few weeks ago. 


The story of the dead woinan, although sad, is 
not an unusual one. Her real name was Kate 
Dimond, but the name by which she was known 
to her associates was the more pretentious one of 
Emily De Forrest, She came to New-York many 
years ago from Canada, and her beauty very 
s00n made her an object of general notoriety. 
She amassed enuugh wealth to purchase 
several valuable pieces of down town 
real estate. Five years ago her passion 
for drink overcame her, and soon her worldly 
possessions melted away. She sank lower and 
lower, until six weeks ago, while in a drunken 
frenzy, she threatened to drown herself. 

A friend of former days led the outcast to the 
Faith Home. The founder, Miss M. Strachan, 
questioned her and agreed to shelter her. Ina 
short time the poor woman showed signs of 
contrition, and expressed an earnest desire to 
lead a better life. During her downward career 
and while temporarily free from the longing for 
drink. Kate had been empioyed as a servant 
in several well known’ families, and 
just prior to her visit to the home she 
had been liying in that capenity with Miss 
Pierce, the housekeeper for White, Howard & 
Co., No, 25 West Sixteenth-street. Acting upon 
the advice of Miss Strachan she returned to Six- 
teenth-street two weeks ago and apparently had 
determined to live a respectable life. On Mon- 
day morning she complained of feeling ill. Her 
indisposition increased, and a doctor was sent 
for. Before he could reach the house Kate 
dropped dead, The physician stated the trouble 
to have been heart disease. 

The body will be removed tothe Home this 
morning and the funeral will be at the expense 
of Miss Strachan. Last night a former com- 
panion of the dead woman, miserably clad 
and shivering with cold, left $1 with 
Miss Strachan saying that was all she had, but 
pre it willingly to help bury the former brill- 
ant and ceurted Emily M. Forrest. The inter- 
ment will be at the Cemetery of the Evergreens.

AFFAIRS OF RAILROADS 


EFFEOTS OF THE BALTIMORE AND 
OHIO'S CUT RATE. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD PROPOSES TO 
RETALIATE BY CUTTING ITS EAST- 
BOUND PASSENGER RATE, 

General Passenger Agent Lord, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, yesterday received 
word from his Western passenger agent to the 
effect that the Pennsylvania Road proposed to 
meet the Baltimore and Ohio’s Western rate 
by cutting its east-bound rate from Chicago to 
Baltimore and Washington to $18, the present 
rate by both routes being $17. He at once in- 
structed his agentsin the West to meet any cut 
tbat the Pennsylvania might make to Baltimore 
and Washington, and also, in case the proposed 
cut was made, to make a $12 rate to Philadel- 
phia and New-York. This order, it is expected, 
wil) prevent a cut into east-bourd rates by the 
Pennsylvania, which will be especially desirous 
of keeping its east-bound tariff at the present 
rate if possible 

Agents for the Baltimore and Ohio Road had 
considerable trouble in purchasing tickets from 
New-York to Baltimore at the local offices here 
yesterday, and the fact that the local agents 
didn’t know who were acting for their rival and 
who were purchasing for personal use, led to 
considerable annoyance to travelers who were 
legitimate patrons of the road. Such persons as 
desired more than one ticket were uniformly 
told to purchase their tickets at the railroad 
station. Nevertheless, the Baltimore and Onio 
Road, through their express and telegraph em- 

loyes, managed to secure 4 number of tickets 
ate be the day. They also obtained 800 tickets 
from New-York to Philadelphia and 800 more 
from Philadelphia to Baltimore, and these 
tickets will be delivered to purchasers of tickets 
to Western points. 

Among the reports floating about town yes- 
terday was oneto the effect that thé Wabash 
had sold tickets from here to Kansas City at a 
rate under the schedule. It was asserted that 
the tickets were sold toa party bound for Kan- 
sas City, who, had they not received the alleged 
reduction, would have gone West by the Balti- 
more and Ohio route. The Wabash would have 
received about $14 each for the carrying of such 
a party under the pool schedule, and the asser- 
tion was made that they could well afford to cut 
the rate to obtain their patronage. General 
Eastern Passenger Agent McClelland denied that 
any such tickets were sold with his knowledge, 
basing this denial on the fact tnat the company 
had no ticket office in this city. 

No action has yet been taken by the passenger 
agents to consider what action may be taken to 
meet the Baltimore and Ohio cut. A meeting of 
Western roaa Managers will be held at Pool 
Commissioner Fink’s office to-day to consider 
matters connected with the east-bound freight 
pool, and the condition of affairs may then be 
discussed. No formal demand for protection 
pas yet been made by the differential rate lines, 

ut the Western Managers are in an aggressive 
mood, and something may be suggested to-day. 

The Western passenger agents meet in Louis- 

ville on the 19th inst. to consider the condition 

of affairs. 


BautrmMoryA, Md., Jan. 18.—At the regular 
monthly meeting of Directors of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad to-day the action ot Presi- 
dent Garrett in cutting passenger rates between 
New-York and the West was approved. A dis- 
position was evinced to sustain him in any 
measure he may deem important for the best 
interest of the Baltimore and Ohio Road. 


CuiIcaco, Jan. 13.—The representatives 
here of the Baltimore ana Ohio said to-night 
that they had received no further instructions 
relative to the proposed war on east-bound 
passenger rates, though they had _ been 
expecting orders to reduce the price of tickets 
all day. The road itself was authority 
for the statement made last night and 
telegraphed to Tum Times that such a 
war would be inaugurated a 
day or two, and there has been a good deal of 
subdued excitement in railroad circles all day. 
Although a rate of $17, first class, Chicago to 
New-York, is stili being charged at all the 
regular railroad offices, yet tickets are being 
sold at all the various scalping offices 
n the city at $18 and $15 via all the 
ines, This shows that the _ railroads 
are simply trying to cover up the fact that they 
are cutting the rates. The scalpers could not 
sell tickets at reduced rates unless they were au- 
thorized by the railroads to do so. 

The war is virtually in progress now, only that 
the principal benefit of the reduction goes to 
the ecalpers instead of the public direct, 
Not only are all the  scalpers' being 
paid large commissions, byt they are 
being furnished with blocks of tickets by o 
yarious roads. ‘The Baltimore and Ohio 
has also placed, tickets on sale at the 
Wabash office. The Michigan Central has 
sent a letter to General Passenger Agent 
Lord, of the Baltimore and Ohio, Gomanding the 
reason why he places tickets in that office 
contrary to the agreement. No reply has 
been received from Mr, Lord. The Michigan 
Central and the other trunk lines say that unless 
some satisfactory explanation is received by to- 
day and the tickets withdrawn from the Wabash 
ffice they willatonce put theirtickets back 
nto the various hotel offices.

THE CUT IN EMIGRANT RATES, 
THE ATTITUDE OF THE HAMBURG-AMERICAN 
COMPANY. 

Nothing was done yesterday about the 
proposed cut in emigrant rates by the Hamburg- 
American Company, but much speculation as 
to where they get their $4 85 rate was indulged 
in. A favorite theory is that the Passenger 
Agent ot some one of the trunk line roads has 
discounted the probable dissolution of the emi- 
grant pool. According to this theory this agent 
has entered into a contract to transport passen- 
gers for $4 85 after March 1, on the presumption 
that the Hamburg-American line must do some- 
thing to prevent all the German emigrants from 
—, to the North German Lloyd's Baltimore 

ine, by doing which Cer save tin their passage 
West. lt isalso argued that the English lines 
landing here will also demana a reduction in rate 
50 as to enable them to compete with the steam- 
ship lines from Liverpool, which also carry pas- 
sengers to.Baltimore, and enable émigrants by 
their routes to take advantage of the Baltimore 
and Ohio’s $1 rate West. 

— pressure which these companies will bring 
to bear on the pool is so great, it is further ar- 
gued, that concessions in rates will have to bo 
made to them, and the existing pool rate of $8 
abandoned. This is the theory, it is asserted, 
upon which some agent has assumed that emi- 

nt pool rates will be broken, and so has con- 
racted in advance tocarry passengers at the 
rate announced. 

Another theory is that the company will send 
its passengers West by way of the Bound Brook 
route to Philadelphia, thence by the Merchants’ 

ransportation Company to Baltimore, and then 

est over the Baltimore and Ohio Road. The 
route proposed is kept asecret by O. B. Richard 

Co., and will not be certainly known until the 
reduced rate goes into effect and the first cargo 
of passengers under the new arrangement is 
landed next March.

RATES ON CONEY ISLAND ROADS. 

Coney Island railroads having decided 
to abandon their custom of giving free passes to 
ail the Aldermen and ex-Aldermen of this city 
and Brooklyn, and their heelers are now trying 
to fix rates which will do away with the sharp 
competition for business that has existed in past 


years. The only railroad which has not agreed 
to abandon runners and fix a cast-iron rate is 
the Sea Beach Road, which has been a disturb- 
ing factor in any scheme for high rates in the 
past. Under the schedule agreed to by all the 
roads except the Sea Beach, tickets over the yari- 
ous routes will be sold at the following prices: 
Manhattan Beach from Flatbush-avenue, 

cents for excursion tickets and 80 cents fora 
single ticket, with a rate 6 cents lower on each 
from Bedford Station and East New-York; 
Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island route, 85 
cents, and 25 cents from Bedford Station and 80 
cents and 20 cents from Prospect Park Station; 
Prospect Park and Coney Island route, 80 cents 
and 2 Genes, Enews rates being those also allotted 
to the Sea Beach, the Corbin-Culver Bay Ridge 
route, and the Brooklyn, Bath and Coney Island 
route. The Coney Island and Brooklyn horse 
railroad is ailowed a rate of 20 cents and 15 cents, 
The Sea Beach people wans their rate fixed at 25 
cents and 20 cents, and unless it is done there is 
doubt about their entering into the combina- 
tion. Their rates of last Summer are raised 10 
cents, and those of the other routes but 5 cents.

RATES TO AND FROM BUFFALO. 

Bourrato, Jan. 18.—The representations 
of the Buffalo Merchants’ Exchange protesting 
against the practice of making freight rates, dis- 
criminating against the commercial interests of 
this point, have reached the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners. Ata recent meeting this 
subject was brought up, and upon -motion of 
Commissioner O'Donnell the following resolu- 
tion was passed: 

Whereas, It is claimed by the merchants, dealers, and 
shippers of Buffalo that their interests suffer by reason 
of relgnt discriminations against that city; therefore

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A LIBEL SUIT, A POLICE COURT SENSA-

ACROSS:GREAT SOUTH.BAY 


A DANGEROUS TRIP’TO FIRE ‘ISL: 
AND OVER THE ICE AND. SEA. 
EXPERIENCES OF A REPORTER IN SEARCH 
OF THE HYLTON CASTLE’S CREW— 

TWENTY MILES WALKED, 

The wide expanse of Great South Bay 
seemed to bea great wide block of ice when 
looked at from the dock at Babylon early Tues- 
day morning. Save for the presence on it of 
countless sea gulls, its level surface was spotless. 
On the far horizon tho high tower of the Fire 
Island light stuck up through the faint haze 
like a pin standing upright on a sheet of paper. 
It appeared a hopeless distance away to one who 
wished to reach it, and the stories that had been 
told at the hotel in Babylon were in no wise cal- 


culated to give me confidence in the solidity of 
the ice. 

As far as eye could see the ice seemed firm, 
with numerous rifts and air holes in it, but just 
out of sight, a man at the hotel had said, it was 
loose and insecure. Beyond that, in turn, it was 
believed to be drifting with the tide. I had tried 
in vain to get a boatman at the hotel. Boatmen 
there were in pienty, but none of them would 
venture upon the trip. After much search I 
heard of a man near the Babylon docks 
who might be “induced to try the pass- 
age. He was a muscular young oyster- 
man of daring turn of mind, and after 
many moments of perilous indecision he 
consented to go as far as he could. Two com- 
panions were with me, and our object was to 


reach the boat’s crew of the foundered steamer 
Hylton Castle’s sailors that had been rescued by 
Capt. Miller, of the Point of Woods life-saving 
station on Fire Island theevening before. While 
waiting for the boatman to get in shipshape his 
ice dingy (a ducking boat on brass runners) we 
discovered fiye black specks over against the 
eastward horizon. The boatman declared that 
they were men, and hazarded the predic- 
tion that they came from the party of wrecked 
sailors on Fire Island. 

Forgetting the condition of the ies in a not 
unnatural desire to learn further particulars of 
the Hyiton Castle’s loss,I started with a com- 
panion to meet the mex. We ran for nearly two 
miles, and found upon reaching them that they 
were residents of Babylon who had been shoot~- 
ing ducks along the shore, Unwilling to return 
when so good a start had been made, we 
changed our course and headed for Fire Island. 
We had neither walking poles nor bag - and 
when at length we were four miles out in the 
Bay, with no chance of reaching shore in case 
we fell through the ice. we began to realize in a 
vague way what a hazardous undertaking we 
hadembarked upon. A careful survey of the 
ice showed us that the Babylon boatmen had 
not greatly exaggerated when they declared the 
condition of the ice floe to be unsafe. A thin film 
of frozen snow covered the ice like a veil, mak.« 
ing thinice and thick ice appear exactly the 
same. It was only by the most oareful examina. 
tion that the weak spots could be detected. Air 
holes, partly covered withsnow and slush ice, lay 
scattered about in prodigal profusion. On some 
of them the sun shone as On a mirror, While we 
were stopping to test the different strata of ice 
we discovered that it was a very cold day, 1 may 
hazard the not inapt assertion that the discovery 
had a very chilling effect. The wind was blowing 
at a lively rate from thenorth, and it seemed to 
carry with it the frozen breath of the polar seas. 
Our backs were toit, however, and while we were 
not stopping to‘lay our course we veled along 
very comfortably by keeping up a jog trot. 

‘So careful were we of our steps that only once 
did we break merous the ice, p 
While walking rapidly on what appeared to be a 
firm piece of ice, [struck my right heel down 
sharply, and my foot went through into the 
water. From that time on we were forced to 
move very slowly, asthe ice occasionally cracked 
and bent under our weight. Having had some 
experience with ice floes I traveled about 10 
rods in front of my companion to feel the way. 
In this way mile after mile was safely passed, 
and at length we neared the fishing station near 
Havemeyer’s, on anisiand two miles from Fire 
Island.jWe leaped several rifts of open water, and 
crossed several inlets by Jumping from the bank 
to the floating floe in the inlet, and then leaping 
in the same way tothe opposite bank. At the 
fishing station we met Capt. Charlie White and 
several others whose sloops were frozen in at 
yas point. They smiled right merrily when we 
asked what the chances were for walking across 
to Fire Island. When they got their faces 
straightened they pointed ‘out two miles of 
water partly filled with floating ice, Capt, 
White advised us to give up the attempt to reach 
Fire Island, but finally placed a diminutive flat- 
bottomed boat at our disposal. The craft was 
about 10 feet long, with plenty of beam and very 
fhort oars, Capt. White said that it belonged ta 

boy, and we suggested that it must be a very 
small boy. 

The wind was kicking up plenty of white caps 
in the two miles of channel, but by taking every 
sea end on and pulling hard we managed to keep 
the boat afloat. The wind was in our favor, and 
by working about 60 strokes to the minute I 
pa the little craft over the water in about 

alf anhour. Closein to the Fire Island shore 
we struck a heavy floe of driftice. It was very 
densely packed and great blocks of it were piled 
one above another. It was a yery hazardous 
half hour that we werein the floe. Giving up 
all attempt at rowing, we pushed the boat along 
an inch ata time by using the oars as ice pikes. 
Two or three big cakes whirled around very un- 
expectedly and heeled the boat over until she 
took an inch of water, Our hands became stifl 
with cola and the wind stung our faces like fine 
needles, 

At length we reached firm ice, and, pulling 
the boat upon it, walked as rapidly as are be- 
numbed condition would permit to the Signal 
Service tower, half a mile down the island, Sig- 
nal Officer Keegan got us thawed out and gave 
us some lunch, and in a short time we were tray- 
eling down the beach to the life-saving station, 
five miles distant, in which the Hylton Castle's 
men had taken shelter. On the way we chased a 
seal‘along the sand, but he escaped into the 
surf. At the rescue station we learned that 
the Hylton Castle's men had started down 
the beach in the morning with the in- 
tention of crossing to Patchogue, While taking 
over with Capt. Miller and his men we con- 
cluded jnot to follow the Hy!ton Castle’s men 
over their 15-mile route to the railway, but de- 
cided to return to the agnel office and Selegraph 
what we had learned. e clambered up fhe sig- 
nal tower stairs on our return at 8 o'clock in the 
evening, having walked and rowed an even 2 

iles. We had walked 8 miles over the ice ta 

avemeyer's, rowed 2 miles to Fire Isiand, and 
walked 10 miles to Capt. Miller’s and back. 

When we had fairly begun to telegraph ta 
New-York the story of the wreck, the wire 
broke down near Garden City, and although 
we waited until 1 o'clock in the morning the 
telegraph instrument never so much as clicked. 
Atlo’clock we walked to Capt. Weeks's life- 
saving station a mile to the westward, and asked 
for shelter. Capt. Weeks very kindly gotu 
and not only let us in, but gave us good be 
and made uscomfortable. In the morning, after 
breakfasting with Capt. Weeks and his muscular 
life-savers, we started home. 

The channel between Fire Island and Have- 
meyer’s was partly frozen over with a half-ine 
sheet of ice and partly filled with drifting floes 
many acres inextent. We fought that passage 
desperately. Progress was made only by inches. 
Four times we were unexpectedly caught in 
the floe and held fast. After four hours of 
continuous hard work we succeeded in reaching 
Havemeyer'’s, where Capt. White remarked cas- 
ually that we had been on a hard jaunt, We 
pala 50 cents each to one George Smith at the

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THRIFTY TAILOR SHAEFER, 
HIS WILL LEAVING HIS FORTUNE-OF $80,000 
TO HIS WIFE CONTESTED. 

For many years Nicholas Shaefer made 
men’s clothing in a couple of small roomson 
hird-street. After he hed been married to his 
second wife he taught her howto stitch on the 
garments, and they worked diligently and 
turned out from 8 to Ill coats a week. 
They lived in a frugal manner on 
coffee and bread, with a little meat. The 
money they received for their week’s work 
ranged from $18 to $22 per week. Shacfer died 
In December, 1884, and when the savings were 
counted up they amounted to a little over 

000. The thrifty tailor left a will dated in 
whic. megaeasnen all the money to his wife. 
ow, by his first wife Shaefer had a son, Charles, 
who was not lefta cent under the will offered 
for probate. He heard from his godfather. 
A. Quincy, of the existence of another will of 
later date in which half the property was given 
him. As a consequence yesterday his lawyers 
tried to set up this will. which has not been 
found, before Surrogate Rollins. 

Godfather Quincy testified that he had seen 
and read this lost document, which was made in 
1874, and in which was a revocation clause. This 
will he had filed for safe keeping in the Surrogate’s 
office, but before Shaefer’s death he had taken it 
out. His wife did not know of the second will 
he had made. The witness had seen Mr, and Mrs. 
Bhaefer involved in a domestic infelicity on one 
occasion. Mrs. Shaefer did not want her hus- 
band to take some money he wished. She struck 
him with a piece of bagging and came out 
ahead. He did not get the money, 

Rose Cruger, in her deposition, sald that Shae- 
fer used to come to her house visiting every 
Sunday for a long period before his death. He 
then invariably spoke ofa will, and sometimes 
talked of nothing else. He said he could not 
speak of it at home, as he did not wish his wife 
to know about it, and that the son was to have 
some of the property. The case will be contin- 
vied this afternoon.

MR. WARNER’S GREAT PROFITS. 
The Holt-Warner case came up again 
yesterday before Referee Hamilton Cole, and 
another attempt was made to unravel the 
tangled affairsof Grant & Ward. W. A. Hard- 
Ing, an expert accountant, testified that he had 
gone through all the accounts of Mr. Warner 
h Grant & Ward and had made up schedules 
vering 10 sheets and asummary covering one 
additional sheet. These schedules showed that 
the payments made by Warner to Ward amount- 
ed to $6,701,800 and the reinvestments to $7,083,000, 
There was $50,000 additional accruing from 
sundry items, making the total amount paid by 
Warner to Ward $13,784,000. On the other hand, 
Ward paid to Warner in cash $7,945,921 34 
and in reinvestments $8,733,000, making a 
total of $16,678,921 84 Of tHe sum of 
$7,945,921 84 there was in cash $1,255,861 34 
in excess of the actual cash put in by 
Warner. If all the transactions between 
the two men had been carried out, both those 
whose maturity fell due before the failure and 
those which fell due after it, the amount of ap- 
arent profit to Warner would have been $3,828,- 
21 34. The legitimate profit of the money put 
in by Warner, estimated at the rate of 6 per cent. 
interest, would have been $67,658 87. The differ- 
ence between the amount paid to Warner by 
Ward and that paid to Ward by Warner was 
$2,994,921 in Warner's favor. 
eorge E. Spencer, former Cashier of Grant & 
Ward, was again putonthestand. He said that 
Ward always rehypothecated everything that he 
could the moment it came into his hands. Ward 
frequently brought him checks which he said 
was from profits on transactions in flour. He 
had been able to find no truce of more than one 
puch transaction. The firm, he declared, had 
been insolvent from the very start, for its liabili- 
ties were always in excess of its assets.

CAREER OF THE LARGEST COTTON PLANTER 
IN THE WORLD. 

New-ORLEANS, Jan. 13.—Col. Edward 
Richardson, of this city, dropped dead at Jack- 
son, Miss..on Monday night. He reached Jack- 
son on the 10:80 train from Vicksburg, and took 
supper at the restaurant in the Edwards House. 
He was in excellent spirits. He stepped out for 
a short walk, when death overtook him before 
aid could be invoked. The Mayor, or acting 
Coroner, summoned a jury, who returned a ver- 
dict that death resulted froma stroke of apo- 
plexy. 

Col. Richardson was the largest cotton planter 
in the country and probably in the world. He 
planted some 20,000 acres in cotton annually, 
and, consjdering other crops, a total of not less 
than 80,000 acres. He owned 40 odd plantations 
in Louisiana, Mississippi, ana Arkansas, mar- 
keted an average of 15,000 bales annually, and 
was worth all the way from $7,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000. T'o all of this he gave his personal attention, 
even downto the minutest details of purchase 
and sales. Col, Richardson was born in Caswell 
County, North Carolina, June 28, 1818. His 
father, a country merchant and planter, died 
while he was a boy, leaving a widow and 
seven children. He was 10 years old 
when he first attended school, but was 
raised to work with the fleld hands at 
odd times. Only four years of this kind of 
schooling was allowed him, and aJl the rest he 
knew he acquired unaided. At the age of 14 he 
was placed inastore at Danyille at a year. 
In 1836 he was jn poor health, and came sou in 
search of a milder climate. He finally settled in 
Brandon, where he obtained work in a store at 

ji a month, but shortly afterward went into 
business on hisown account, He soon moved to 
Jackson and worked asa clerk until 1840, when 
he established himself ag a merchant. In 1848 
he had accumulated $30,000, a good-sized sum 
in those days. In May of that year he 

arried a sister of tne late ex-Gov. Robert M. 

atten, of Alabama, who survives him. The 
fruit of this union were four sdns and one 
daughter. They are: James §8., who lives in 
Bolivar, Miss.; William P., who lives in Vicks- 
burg; John P., who is an extensive wholesale 
dry goods merchant in this city, and two younger 
children—Charles P. and Miss Susie P., a charm- 
ing yous lady well known in the social circles 
of the South. In Col, Richardson opened a 
branch house in New-Orleans under the title of 
Thornhill & Co. When the war broke out his 
wealth had increased to near a million, but all 
was swept away. He owned then five plantations 
and nearly 9 negroes, which at once became 
worthless. The close of the war found him in 
debt, but, full of hope and energy, he reopened 
his commission house in New-Orleans. He 
sold his places to advantage, reduced his debts, 
and hada good working capital, which he in- 
creased day by day. In 1868 he ieased the Missis- 
sippi State Prison, employing the laborers on 
his plantations at an enormous profit. He con- 
tinued this scheme as long asit paid. He dig- 
continued his partnership with Mr. Thornhill 
and opened business with Mr. A. H. May under 
the name of Richardson & May, which firm 
continues in business. In 1872 Col. Richardson 
purchased a controlling interestin the cotton 
mill at Wesson, Miss., which he rebuilt, and in 
which a thousand hands are employed. He pur- 
chased the Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific 
Railroad, and from its subsequent sale derived 
an enormous profit. He invested considerable 
money in oil mills, and was Vice-President of 
the Refuge Mill, at Shreveport. Col. Richardson 
possessed the lost secret of the alchemists of old, 
“How to transmute to gold everything he 
touched.” He was a man of business habits 
throughout bis Jife.and his private operations 
were so vast that they left him no time for polit- 
ical ambition.{He never sought = held any public 
office, and although he was a large stockholder 
in banks and other fiscal institutions, he never 
desired or felt that he could svare the time to 
take control of any of them. In 1883, when the 
corporation of the World's Industrial and Cot- 
ton Centennial Exposition at New-Orleans was 
organized, after much urging on the ground that 
the leading cotton grower of the world sbould 
be President of an institution intended to com- 
memorate the centenary of cotton production in 
America, Col. Richardson consented to take the 
first place in its board of management, and he 
subscribed $25,000 to promote its success. 

The Colonel’s body was removed to New- 
Orleans on a special train yesterday. It was 
under the escort of the Rev. Dr. John Hunter, 
Presbyterian clergyman, and a few other per- 
sonal friends. The funeral took place to-day 
and the remains will find a temporary resting 
place inthis city. Eventually they will be re- 
moved to Jackson and interred in the family 
tomb, which was constructed 10 years ago at a 
cost of some $50,000. The tomb is one of the 
richest workmanship in the South if not in the 
United States, and is surmounted by a statue of 
Col. Richardson, of heroic size, which was ex- 
ecuted in Italy at a cost of about $32,000.

LIVING IN A HOVEL 
GALESBURG, IIL, Jan. 13.—The death 
here of a white woman, Eliza Bowen, yesterday, 
has brought out a remarkablestory. Since her 


residence in Galesburg, some 20 years in all, 


she has been the wife of a negro, black as mid- 
night. For a long time the two have been 
looked after by the city. The woman was par- 
tially paralyzed in one side. The miserable pair 
lived in a rude, small shanty, unplastered and 
uncomfortable, in the eastern part of tne city. 
This she had built with money which she 


had begged, Lately she had complained of 


ill treatment at the hands of her black 
husband. This woman was, before the 
rebellion, the wife of Col. Hanks, at one time an 

cer in the British Army, and afterward a

resident of oSoanarir eet & There he became pos- 
sessed of a large plantation and many slaves, the 
man Bowen among them. During the war he 
died and his estate passed to the creditors. His 
wife be put in charge of Bowen, whom he in- 
structed to care forher. The marriage occurred 
several years afterward. She has been fre- 
quently heard to contrast the luxuries she for- 
merly enjoyed with ber miserable and penurious 
surroundings here. Thestory is a remarkable 
one, but is vouched for by many who have 
heard it from the woman’s own lips. 





THE SILVER CRISIS IN MEXICO, 
Crry or Mexico, Jan. 18, via Galveston. 


—A memorial on the silver question has been 
addressed to the President of the republic by 
the National Chamber of Commerce. The me- 
morial states that while the causes of the de- 
preciation of silver are complicated and difficult 


to understand, the danger is fully comprehend- 
ed,and if the depression of the value of the 
metal continues it must unavoidably ruin the 
mining interests of Mexico and produce a 
widespread commercial crisis and most sin- 
ister consequences. More than three-fourths 
of all the merchandise that Mexico imports 
from Europe to the United States has to be 
aid for in remittances of Mexican dollars 
ecause the agricultural interests of the country 
are not sufficiently developed to permit of the 
exportation of the products of thesoil on a large 
scale. The memorial calls attention to the ex- 
istence in various States of the republic of 
taxes on the circulation and exportation of 
money, and suggests as remedies to diminish the 
danger of acrisis the abolition of taxes on the 
exportation of native woods; that prompt 
measures be taken to prevent State Govern- 
ments from taxing the production, working, 
and exportation of agricultural and mining 
products; that all burdens on exports be re- 
moved; that Mexico join in the deliberations of 
the next monetary conference of tbe nations, 
and, finally, that direct steam navigation be es- 
tablished between the Pacific ports of Mexico 
and those of Asia. 


ELIZABETH'S BIG DEBT. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Jan. 18.—At the meet- 
ing of the Common Council of Elizabeth, N. J., 
which was held Tuesday evening, a petition to 
the State Legislature was adopted stating that 
a large part of the city debt was contracted on 
account of acertain law passed by that body 
and afterward declared unconstitutional by the 


Court of Errors and Appeals, and praying that 
the State make an appropriation of $1,780,000 tc 
pay the debts contracted under that law or else 
declare the law constitutional. The petition was 
passed unanimously, The law referred to was 
passed in 1868, and was an act ro- 
viding for street improtements, which 
made the property benefited assessable for 
the cost of the improvements. Pavements 
were laid in a part of the city, and property was 
assessed according to the new law, but the own- 
ers refused to pay, and they were upheld by the 
courts. The city claims that the loss resulting 
from this decision amounted to $1,194,400, the 
interest on which is $585,010, making a total of 
about $1,780,000. The city’s argument is that this 
debt would not have been contracted if it had 
not_been for the first decision of the Court 
of Errorsand Appeals, which upheld the city’s 
right to collect the assessments. A committee of 
three was appointed to go to Trenton to look out 
for the city’s interests there this Winter. 








STAY OF PROCEEDINGS RY TELEGRAPH. 
PiTTsBpuRG, Penn, Jan. 138.—Milton 
Weston, a Chicago capitalist, recently convicted 
of manslaughter in the Murraysville gas well 
riot case and sentenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary, appeared in court to-day to relieve his 
bondsmen. He presented telegrams signed by 
Supreme Court Prothonotary Green of the East- 
ern District stating that a 10 days’ stay of pro- 
ceedings had been granted. Similar dispatches 
were received by the Sheriff of Allegheny Ooun- 
ty. The court refused to recognize the tele- 
. grams, but deferred action until pmeiahy noti- 
tied by the Supreme Court. It is not known 
upon what ground the stay of proceedings was 
granted. .

A BIG FIRE AND AN INADEQUATE WATER 
SUPPLY IN MONTREAL. 


MonrreaL, Jan. 18.—Fire broke out in 
B. & T. H. Thompson's hardware establishment 
shortly after 1 o’clock this morning, and spread 
rapidlyto the cirar manufacturing establishment 
of Smith, Fischel & Co. on the other side of the 
street, and to the Mount Royal Vinegar Works 
of Bourret, Turcotte &Co. These buildings were 
completely gutted.

& Co., tolled for assistance. The firemen vers 
their attention principally to saving the church, 
and succeeded. The sanctuary of the church 
was illuminated with tapers, and several of the 
Sisters were praying at the altar. 

The _ was finally got under control at about 
40’cloo Its origin is unknown, but it is sup- 
posed to have been caused by a defective stove- 
pipe.

ASLEEP AT THEIR POSTS. 


FOUR MEN KILLED IN A COLLISION OF 


FREIGHT TRAINS. 
MrcHIGAn Crry, Ind., Jan. 18.—A terrible 
collision occurred on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Road near Coburg, a small station two and one- 
half miles west of Alida, yesterday, in which one 
engineer and three firemen were killed outright. 
The trains colliding were both heavily laden 
freights, the east-bound one being a double- 
header, while the west-bound one was in tow of 
amonster locomotive known as fa camel back. 


The train drawn by this engino should have 
ony 5 He at Alida for orders, but the engineer 
and fireman, it is alleged, were both asleep, and 
the train ran to the crossing at a high rate of 
speed, and continued on a down grade to the 
dreadul calamity whioh awaited it. Both trains 
were on a down grade, and rounded the 
curve at the same moment, going at the rate of 
25 milesan hour. The result was that the 8 en- 
gines and 20 cars of merchandise and live stock 
were heaped into one unrecognizable mass. This 
caught fireand burned flercely forsome time. 
The engineer of the west-bound train wes found 
with his head split open from the crown to the 
neck and his face fallen forward on his breast, 
while his brains were scattered about the local- 
ity. One fireman became pinned in between 
pieces of the wreck and was suspended by his 
head until he was literally roasted todeath. A 
second fireman was completely cut in two, and 
the dismembered parts of his body were found 
some distance apart. The third was badly in- 
ured and died attera few hours of suffering. 
he other two engineers escaped by jumping. 





INDIANA'S ILLEGAL WARRANTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—In the first round 
of the htigation between the holders of the 
illegal township warrants and the bondsmen of 
the fugitive Trustees, in which the former seek 
to hold the bondsmen responsible, the latter 
have been successful. A transcript of the pro- 
ceedings of the Daviess County Court has been 
filed in the Supreme Court in the case of Abra- 
ham Cohen and others, of this ony. against the 
sureties on the official nd o Charles H. 
Brown and the other defaulting Township 
Trustees who issued fraudulent orders. Cohen 
held over $2,000 of these, and brought suit 
on the official bond of the Trustees to recover 
their face value. The defendants demurred to 
the complaint, alleging that there was a defect 
of the parties defendant, insomuch as R. B. 
Pollard was not made a party to the suit to 
show his interest, and because the facts alleged 
did not constitute a sufficient cause for action. 
The demurrer to the complaint was sustained 
by the county court, and the plaintiffs appealed 
to the Supreme Court. In the United State 
court similar demurrers have been filed by the 
defense in the cases brought by Walter Stanton, 
the New-York broker, involving $58,000 of these 
warrants, and the decision of the State Supreme 
Court will slso determine the result in these 
cases.

IDA DOWNS’S CHARGES. 


——@-———— 
AN INVESTIGATION BEGUN BY A COMMITTEE 
OF MINISTERS, 


When the committee of ministers ap- 
pointed by Presiding Elder Craig to investigate 
the truth of Ida Downs’s accusation against her 
Pastor and employer, the Rev. George H. Bris- 
tor, of the Spring Valley Methodist Church, met 
in Jersey City yesterday, the Rev. Mr. Bristor 
made a vigorous demand for an open investiga- 
tion. The charges, he said, had gone out into 
the land, and he wanted the facts to go out with 
them. His demand was not heeded. On the 
other hand the doors were closed more tightly 
than ever, and one of the ministers was ap- 
Pointed sergeant-at-arms, with instructions to 
keep the nosing public as far away as possible. 
At the close of each sitting, however, the report- 
ers pressed their way in, and learned in some 
way or other practically what had been done. 

At the morning session three witnesses were 
Sworn. The first of them was Mrs L. A. Sneden, 
who testifled that, in the confidence of their per- 
sonal relations, 1da had told her that her charges 
against the Rev. Mr. Bristor were false. He had 
never entered her room at night. In fact she 
kept the door locked, because as she was liable 
to walk in her sleep, she was afraid of wander- 
ing into the hallway and falling down stairs. 
Mrs. Seaman was next examined. Ida had fre- 
quently told her, she said, that she was troubled 
with horrible dreams. They seemed sometimes 
so vivid and real that she frequently conceived 
an exploit that she had dreamed to have actual- 
ly occurred. Once she had got her father into 
trouble by publicly declaring that he had com- 
mitteda murder. She had seen him do it in a 
dream. On another occasion she had charred 
some one with assaulting her, and afterward 
foynd out it was but a vision of the night. 

Jackson Rose was the third witness sworn. 
He, with Mrs. Seaman and Mrs, Sneden, was 
present in Notary Reed’s office at the time Ida 
made her retraction’. He and they said that the 
retraction had been made without any compul- 
sion, and was purely voluntary. Hehad heard 
Tda's original ory, and was convinced, when he 
heard it, that Bristor was a guilty man. He had 

eard her retraction. It was so artless and 
sincere, and free from restraint of any kind, that 
he became convinced of the parson's innocence, 
and still holds the latter opinion. 

At the afternoon sitting Schuyler Westervelt 
testified that he went over to Dr, Bristor’s home 
to hear Ida make her retraction. Dr. Bristor 
was present when it was e. It was made 
without any restraint or pen es ges John OC, 
Woods testified that he was one of the Trustees 
of the Spring Valley Church, He described the 
rooms of the house and said that from its loca- 
tion it would haye been impossible for Bristor 
to have entered Ida’s room as she had described. 

This¥closed the defense. To-day lda Downs 
will be sworn in rebuttal. 





THE DECKER-FERDON LIBEL SUIT. 


SEEKING TO ESTABLISH THE AUTHORSHIP 
OF A DAMAGING LETTER. 


The trial of the suit brought by the Rev. 
H. E. Decker against the wife and daughter of 
ex-Congressman John W. Ferdon, of Rockland 
County, to recover damages for libel in a letter 
printed in a local paper at Sparkill over the 
names of the Ferdons’ servants, was resumed in 
Judge Knapp’s court on Jersey City Heights 
yesterday. In this letter Decker was openly 
charged with having attempted to improperly 
intluence Mrs. Ferdon’s servants to swear that 
her son Theodore had set fire to the parson’s 
house and church in Blauveltville. The letter 
purported to be a statement by the serv- 
ants themselves, and bore their names 
at the end of it. It has appeared in 
the trial that the communication was prepared 
by Mrs. Ferdon or by her daughter, Mrs. Gillies, 
and that the signatures were appended by one or 
the other of the ladies. Tho defendants claim 
that the letter was written with the concur- 
rence of the servants, and that the signatures 
were added with their approval and in their 
presence, On this state of facts ex-Gov. Bedle, 
their counsel, moved for a nonsuit, and the 
whole of the morning hour was consumed in the 
argument on the motion, Judge Knapp, after 
hearing ex-Judge Hoffman and John Her- 
bert in opposition to the motion, refused to 
grant it, and the defense was opened. 

Mrs. Ferdon and Mrs, Gillies were the only 
two witnesses for the defense. Mrs. Fer- 
don admitted that the original of the pub- 
lished letters on which the suit is based was 
in her handwriting, but she said it had been pre- 
pared by Robert G. Moulton, a neighbor, and 
that her husband, who was then alive, bad hand- 
ed it to her to be copied. She did not know why 
it had been copied only on one side of the paper, 
but she denied that she knew it was boing ire. 
pared tor publication. Mrs. Gillies testified that 
While she was visiting her mother two years ago 
she went into the kitchen to get some milk, and 
while there Nancy Thompson, one of the serv- 
ants, asked her to write her name for her at the 
bottom of the letter,and she didit. That was 
all she knew about the paper. 

Judge Hoffman wanted to have Daniel T. 
Ames sworn to prove that a letter that Mrs. Fer- 
don denied she had written had been written by 
her. The court refused to allowit, and both 
sides closed. The case will go to the jury to-day.

THE CRIME OF TWO ST'ARVING INDIANS. 

Jouret, Dl., Jan. 13.—The Sheriff of John- 
son County, Wyoming, arrived here last even- 
ing with a gang of territorial convicts, consist- 
ing of cowboys and Indians. The party had 
been on the road fora week, delayed by snow- 


storms on the Union Pacific. The convicts were 
heavily ironed, and had worn their shackles con- 


stantly since starting for Joliet a week ago. 


Their arrival created quite a sensation as they 
stepped from the cars headed by two powerful 
looking Arapahoe Indians bound together b 

log chains and beavy ieg irons. They were both 
young men, excellent specimens of their tribe, 


fully 6 feet in height, and with raven hair that 
bung half way down their backs. The Sheriff 
explained that the Indians were convicted of 
killing a beef in the mountains near the Buffalo 
agency, the penalty of which 1s from 1 to 10 
years in the penitentiary. It is said that the In- 
dians at the Arapahoe Agency are in a starving 
condition owing to the small amount of supplies 
furnished by the Government, and that tkese 
two I[ndians were actually suffering for food 
when they killed the beef. Although they had 
the sympathy of every one at the agency they 
were given ayear forthe crime, Their names 
are Beaver and Samuel, the former being a sop 
of the head chief of the Arapahoes. 








SCANDAL IN UNION HILI. 

Frederick A. Hansen,Mayor of Union Hill, 
N. J., the other evening called upon Mrs. Mollie 
Kahn, the wife of the Union Hill jailer, while he 
was slightly under the influence of liquor. Han- 
sen is alleged to have approached Mrs, Kahn too 
familiarly, and she ordered him out of the house, 
whereupon he embraced her around the waist. 
The indignant woman spurned his overtures 
and, tearing herself away from him, ran 
into the street. She aroused the neighbors, 
and Constable Hammer was requested to remove 
Mayor Hansen.

A frivolous mind might discover food 
for subdued merriment in the record of 
the Senate’s patient but unfruitful in- 
quiry into the nature of offensive parti- 
sanship. But the serious and patriotic 
citizen will simply deplore this waste 
of time and force and pray that 
the Republican Senators may shortly 
be minded to put their great and 
acknowledged talenis to better uses, 
There can be no doubt of the propri- 
ety, of the necessity even, of a careful 
review of the charges of unfitness which 
have been made against some of the offi- 
cers appointed under Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
Administration, and THe TIMEs is of the 
opinion that the Republican Senators may 
more profitably expend their energies in 
this direction than in seeking to vindicate 
and canonize as political martyrs those of 
their favorites who have been so unfortu- 
nate as to lose their official heads. The 
inquiry into specific charges of unfitness 
may be made short and decisive; the 
other wil! be endless and futile, and 
there is obvious need. of expedition 
in order that more weighty matters 
may be taken up. Senator LoGan, for 
instance, wrongs himself by devoting 
his superb mind to these petty questions 
of patronage. He might throw a much 
needed and revealing light upon the silver 
problem with which his associates are 
now hopelessly struggling, wholly in the 
dark as to those guiding principles of 
sound finance and enlightened commer- 
cial polity which are the commonplaces 
of his well stored intellect. 








We are from time to time treated by 
ignorant or malicious persons with the 
statement that the municipal civil service 
examinations are such as only college 
graduates can pass. This, or anything 
like it, is either an inexcusable mistake 
or a falsehood. A single instance will 
illustrate our meaning. An applicant for 
appointment to the police force in a re- 
cent examination defined one of the duties 
of a patrolman to be to ‘‘kepe the gan 
of the corner.” His replies to other 
questions showed equal deficiency in 
spelling and equal intelligence. The ex- 
aminers decided that a man who would 
regard it as a chief part of his duty to 
‘keep the gang off the corner” would un- 
derstand his business, and as his charac 
ser, experience, and physical condition 
and capacity were all. relatively high he

received a marking of 92 and a fraction, 


considerably above the average of those 
certified for appointment. And there was 
as much college education required in this 
case as in most others. 








We observe with sorrow that some of 
our protected manufacturers who con- 
tributed to the fund raised to establish 
and support the Daily Telegraph, a pro- 
tectionist newspaper until lately pub- 
lished in this city, have been obliged to 
place in judgment their claims against 
the concern. The Telegraph was started 


‘a few months ago as the organ and ex- 
; positor of the policy of protection to 


American industry. Last week, after a 
brief experience of this cold, indiffer- 
ent, and unremunerative world, it per- 
ished miserably, and the only mourners, 
apparently, are Mr. Draper, Mr. MOEN, 
and the other gentlemen, including its 
editors and compositors, who contributed 
the money and the labor upon which it 
lived; for the heartless public seems to 
have had no part in the enterprise, even 
asa purchaser of the sheet. The apostles 
of protection are willing to die, and die 
daily, in setting forth the moral perfec- 
tions and practical uses of their creed, 
but we candidly advise them to abstain 
from the costly luxury of newspapers, 
As an incident of newsgiving, the advocaty 
of a high tariff may or may not be ad- 
vantageous toa newspaper; butas the basis 
and justifying reason of a newspaper's 
existence it is manifestly insufficient. 








It was a great stroke of good fortune to 
the ship’s company of the steamer Hylton 
Castle that the storm to which that ill- 
fated vessel succumbed should have de- 
clared itself so promptly. If it had been 
delayed for twenty-four hours the prob- 
ability is that the vessel would have been 
lost with all on board; whereas, although 
the vessel was lost, all on board were 
saved by a combination of skill, courage, 
and luck that makes their escape seem 
miraculous. There is a conflict of opinion 
upon the question whether or not the 
vessel was overloaded. It is to be 
noted, in the first place, that ocean 
tramps, such as the Hylton Castle 
was, are commonly overloaded. With 
respect to them, PLmsouL’s mark is a 
formality to be respected only when they 
are leaving British ports. In the second 
place, nobody seems to have denied that 
the vessel was overloaded who had not an 
interest in making out that she was not 
overloaded. In the third place, the vessel 
began to labor on the first night out from 
New-York, and in three days was a 
wreck. Such accidents do not happen to 
stanch and well foundships. The Board 
of Trade ought to institute an investiga- 
tion as soon as the ship’s crew is landed 
in England. 








Senator Payng, of Ohio, says he will not 
ask the United States Senate to investi- 
gate the charges publicly made by Col. 8. 
K. DoNAVAN that members of the Ohio 
Legislature were bribed to vote for him 
as Senator or in the Democratic caucus as 
the nominee for Senator. Why not? 
The charges are very definite. They give 
the names of the members and the 
sums they received. They are publicly 
made over Col, DONAVAN’Ssignature. We 
shouldsay that an honest man, who knew 
the charges were false as far as he was per- 
sonally concerned, and believed them false 
as concerned his friends or agents, would 
appeal instantly to the body of which he 
was a member to investigate the facts 
thoroughly. That would be better than to 
leave it to the Ohio Legislature, unless, 
indeed, the Senator prefers to be able to 
say that the whole thing is a move of his 
‘* political enemies.” But itis plain that 
no enemy can aurt him as much as by his 
present course he hurts himself. 








COMMITTEES OF THE. LEGISLA- 
TURE. 

The lists of the standing committees of 
the two branches of the Legislature indi- 
cate that the presiding officers have en- 
deavored to make the best use of the ma- 
terial at their command with a view to 
promoting sound legislation and making 
a good record forthe session. There is 
no indication of a purpose to serve party 
ends or to pay for personal support. 
While the list of committees is a long 
oneg those which exert an important 
influence upon legislation are compara- 
tively: few. The important committees 
in the Senate are those on the Judiciary, 
on Railroads, the Affairs of Cities, Com- 
merce and Navigation, Canals, Insurance, 
and Taxation and Retrenchment. The 
first of these is strongly made up, consist- 
ing for the most part of experienced 
members, who are at the same time 
lawyers of good standing, with Mr. Com- 
sTOCK, of Rensselaer County; as Chair- 
man. The Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Railroads is given to Mr. Low, 
who is credited with being something 
of a corporation man, but, on the 
whole, the committee is a strong one. 
The Cities Committee of the Sen- 
ate is almost an ideal body. Mr. 
HENDRICKS, the Chairman, has been 
Mayor of Syracuse and has had ex- 
perience in the Assembly. He isa very 
able and upright legislator. This city has 
the disadvantage of having no Republican 
member in the Senate. The second place 
on the committee is given to Mr. Gris- 
WOLD, of Brooklyn, who has had no 
legislative experience, but can be de- 
pended on to support such measures as 
are favorable to municipal reform and to 
act according to his honest convictions in 
all cases, This city is represented on the 
committee by DaLy and CULLEN, and of 
the other members—PiTts, MCMILLAN, 
and PARKER—the last two represent, re- 
spectively, the cities of Buffalo and Albany. 

The principal subject which the Com- 
mittee on Commerce and Navigation is 
likely to have to deal with is the reform 
of the quarantine establishment at this 
port, and there is no place in which the 
peculiar qualifications of Mr. Jacos 
Worta can be used to better advantage 
than at its head. The Committee on 
Canals has more than usual importance on 
account of the movement in favor of im- 


proving the waterways of the. State. It 


is made up mostly of Senators whose con- 
stituents have a special interest in this 
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subject, with Mr. McMinuay, of Buffalo, 
at its head. The most gratifying thing 
about the Committee on Insurance is the 
fact that Mr. Raines is left off. It may 
be that the Committee on Taxation will 
have some important measures to consid- 
er, and in that case it is to be feared that 
it will not prove specially competent. 
Mr. VEDDER, the Chairman, distinguished 
himself at the last session chiefly by his 
efforts to relieve the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company of its obligations to the 
State. 

Mr. HusTED has shown a good deal of 
skill in combining the material in the 
Assembly in such a way as to satisfy all 
just claims and at the same time give 
promise of efficient work. Members 
whose capabilities have been proved are 
brought to the front and placed where 
they will be able to make use of their 
experience. In accordance with custom, 
Mr. Erwin, the defeated candidate on 
the majority side for the Speakership, is 
placed at the head of the Ways and Means 
Committee. The importance of this com- 
mittee is somewhat reduced by the creation 
of the new Committee on Appropriations, 
which is strongly made up with ,Mr. 
Kruse, of Cattaraugus, at its head. The 
Chairman of the Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittee is Mr. BAKER, of Steuben County. 
The only objection that we have seen 
urged against him is the fact that he is an 
advocate of the Field Civil Code, which is 
certainly not a disqualification. The Chair- 
manship of the Cities Committee fairly 
belongs to New-York, and it had no better 
representative for that place than Mr, 
HamiLton. Of the other ten members 
four are from this city and one from 
Brooklyn, giving these two cities a ma- 
jority. On the whole the committee is 
a satisfactory one. The Committee on 
Canals, like that in the Senate, is judi- 
ciously made up with a majority of rep- 
resentatives from the counties directly in- 
terested in the maintenance of the water- 
ways of the State. 

It is not necessary to proceed with an 
analysis of the committees, There is 
much undesirable material in the Legisla- 
ture, especially in the lower house, but 
it was entitled to a certain recognition on 
account of the constituencies which it 
represented. It hasbeen put where it will 
do the least harm and members of char- 
acter and ability have been placed in 
positions of influence. The task of 
making up committees is at best 
a difficult and embarrassing one, 
and it is not easy to sea how it 
could on the whole have been better ac- 
complished than has been done by Mr. 
Pitts and Gen. Hustep. This assurance 
is of itself a good omen for the session, 
for very much depends on the composi- 
tion of the committees. Last year it was 
easy to predict when Mr. ERWIN’sS com- 
mittees were announced that the session 
would be an unfruitful one. Now the 
prospect is promising for a useful session. 
If that promise is not fulfilled it will not 
be the fault of the presiding officers, 








WHAT WILL HAPPEN. 


The silvermen are flooding the Senate 
and House with propositions sustained by 
speeches. They have evidently resolved 
to present a bold front, and by assuming 
the aggressive to gain ground for a com- 
promise that will leave them as nearly as 
possible in their present position. The 
friends of a sound currency should not be 
misled in any direction by these tactics. 
On the one hand, they should remember 
that the retention of the present law is 
all the silver men can really hope to ob- 
tain. Whatever they may propose—un- 
limited coinage, legal tender silver cer- 
tificates, coinage up to $500,000,000, pay- 
ment of the pending called bonds in sil- 
ver, payment of interest and of bond 
purchases in part in silver—it is simply 
impossible for them to secure the assent 
of the President to any change in the law 
that will make it any worse than it is 
now, that will make it any more likely 
that the silver and gold in our currency 
will ‘‘part company.” Therefore if the 
silver men present the maintenance of 
the law as a compromise, it is not to be 
accepted. It is no compromise, since it 
involves no yielding on their part of any- 
thing they could obtain. 

On the other hand, the friends of a 
sound currency should not allow them- 
selves to be alarmed either by the assumed 
or threatened consequences of legislation 
proposed by the silver men, or by the prob- 
able consequences of the continuance for 
a while of the silver coinage. They should 
examine carefully and coolly every propo- 
sition that comes with any sign of author- 
ity from the other side, and reject it un- 
less it offers substantial guarantee for the 
stoppage of the coinage at some reason- 
able time without substituting anything 
worse in its place Mr. INGALLS’S propo- 
sition, for instance, on its face is un- 
satisfactory enough. It declares that 
it is the opinion of the Senate that 
the compulsory coinage of silver dollars 
should not cease until $500,000,000 have 
been issued. It does not declare it to be the 
opinion of the Senate that it should then 
stop. The limit is too high, (it would take 
some ten years to reach it at the present 
rate of coinage,) and the declaration is not 
definite enough. Yet there is the germ of 
a sound ideain it. There is the sugges- 
tion of a fixed limit, and a fixed limit 
would be a great gain. It is true that no 
Congress could bind its successors, and 
that such a limit might be extended or 
abolished. But probably it would not be. 
A limit of, say, $300,000,000, with proper 
provision regarding the withdrawal of 
small notes, would be a settlement that 
the country could very well abide by. 

Unless something of this kind can be 
arranged the law must remain as it is. 


That would be bad; in the long run it 


would be very bad, in ways which we 
clearly understand and have often point- 
ed out, and which the greater number of 
intelligent business men thoroughly coms 
prehend. Butit is a great mistake, in our 
judgment, to suppose that its immediate 
consequences would necessarily be disas- 
trous. Unquestionably they might be so, 
but it would depend very much upon the 
temper of the public regarding the mat- 
ter, and that would depend very much 
upon the conduct and action of the lead- 
ing financiers of the country. and espe- 





cially of New-York. It is hardly too 
much to say that it rests with these 
gentlemen to say whether this ques- 
tion shall bring on a panic or shall 
be taken up soberly, carefully, firmly, 
and in a way to make as little dis- 
turbance as possible. Bad as the ultimate 
results of the indefinite continuance of 
the coinage of silver dollars must be, they 
need not come immediately, they need 
not be ‘‘ discounted,” and they can be 
taken so gradually and with such pru- 
dence and courage as to reduce their mis- 
chief to the lowest point. Clearly that is 
what ought to be done. Silver will ulti- 
mately drive out gold if there is enough 
of it. There is no doubt of that, and the 
sooner the coinage of silver is stopped the 
better. But the coinage of one or of two 
years more would not nevessarily drive 
out gold, and it is quite gratuitous 
and foolish to assume that because 
it is to continue for one or two 
years it is to go on forever. It 
must be remembered that we have an 
Administration that will do all it lawfully 
can to prevent the worst consequences of 
continued coinage if we are to have it 
continued for the present, and to stop it 
as soon as possible, It is at least the part 
of common prudence and common sense 
for the strong men in finance to second 
the efforts of the Administration. The 
danger from silver is not so great as was 
the danger from greenbacks any time 
from 1869 to 1875. We averted that. We 
can avert this for a good while yet. There 
are two errors financiers would do well to 
avoid just now. One is to indulge in ex- 
aggerated estimates of the immediate 
evil, because of the greatness of the ulti- 
mate evil; the other is to act on such 
exaggerated estimates, and to thus court 
the difficulty that should be resisted as 
long as possible. 





A POLITICAL NECESSITY. 


- Some people find an irresistible attrac- 
tion in shutting their eyes to facts and 
stimulating their imaginations. This dis- 
position is favorable to the art of fiction, 
but it is very injurious to the person who 
gives way to it when it is applied to real 
life and actual questions. 

Nothing more extravagant or fantastic 
has been done in this direction than a tale 
of a cock and a bull which has been sent 
out ostensibly from Washington about 
the control of the Democratic Party. This 
ingenious story sets forth how some of the 
Western Democrats are dissatisfied with 
the manner in which the party isrun, and 
how they consider that they could run it 
much better. So far we have no reason 
to doubt the truth of the narrative, 
whether the narrator had any evidence of 
of its truth or not. It isin the method by 
which these discontented statesmen are al- 
leged to meditate the transfer of more 
power to themselves that we seem to de- 
tect some marks of inauthenticity. 

What the fabulist alleges that they pro- 
pose is that the “‘ headquarters” of the 
Democratic Party shall be moved from 
the Atlantic States to the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and that the States of Kentucky and of 
Illinois shall be the leading States in Dem- 
ocratic politics, to the exclusion of the 
States of New-York, New-Jersey, and 
Connecticut. 

There is no reason to suppose that any 
adult who knows enough about politics to 
get himself elected to Congress seriously 
expects that any such change can be 
made, however much he may wish that 
it could be made, The State of Ken- 
tucky is, from a Republican {point of 
view, a hopelessly Democratic State. The 
State of Illinois is, from a Democratic point 
of view, a hopelessly Republican State. 
In the crisis of a Presidential canvass en- 
thusiastic Democrats have been known to 
talk about their party having a “‘ fighting 
chance” in Illinois, but it is only in sea- 
sons of high emotional excitement that 
they hold this discourse; while, even un- 
der the strongest pressure, sane Repub- 
licans have never been known to talk 
about their party having a fighting 
chance in Kentucky. 

This consideration is really decisive of 
the whole story. Under our system of 
election to the Presidency by States the 
States which are at once large and doubt- 
ful are the States which determine the pol- 
icies and name the candidates of parties, 
Now, the largest and perhaps the most 
doubtful of the doubtful States is New- 
York,and as New-York goes in Presidential 
elections so usually go also New-Jersey 
and Connecticut. However Congressmen 
or other politicians may talk in their 
irresponsible moments, when they ap- 
pear as delegates in a Presidential con- 
vention they must be actuated by the 
wish towin. They know that they can 
carry Kentucky, for example, with any 
candidate and on any platform, and that 
they cannot carry Illinois with any candi- 
date or onany platform. They therefore 
disregard the preferences of Kentucky 
and Illinois and endeavor to make their 
platform and their nominations such as 
will capture the votes of these three States, 
constituting, as they do, over an eighth of 
the whole Electoral College. It is for this 
reason, and not because of the affection 
entertained by the Democracy at large for 
New-York, that the candidates of the party 
for the Presidency ever since the war have 
been New- Yorkers. 

The next in size of the doubtful States 
is Ohio. Although Ohio is neither so 
large nor so doubtful as New-York, and 
although the vote of no other State de- 
pends so closely upon her vote as the 
votes of New-Jersey and Connecticut de- 
pend upon the vote of New-York, the ad- 
vantage of position has given Ohio two of 
the last three candidates of the Repub- 
lican Party for the Presidency, while 
New-York has had two of the last three 
Republican candidates for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, 

Indiana, is the next in importance of the 
doubtiul States, and the desirableness of 
carrying Indiana has been recognized by 
both p» ‘ies in their nominations to the 
Vice-Presidency, especially by the Demo- 
crats, whose candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency in each of the last three elections 
has been an Indianian. Taking the Pres- 
idential elections since the war, and 
counting all the nominations of the great 
parties for both offices, it appears that of 
the twenty candidates nominated in these 








five elections, New-York, Ohio, and Indi- 
ana have had no fewer than thirteen. 

This is what politicians call ‘‘the logic 
of events,” and it seems to be more cogent 
than the meditations of aspiring states- 
men who reside in States not doubtful. 
Every candidate who is elected Govern- 
or either of New-York or of Ohio is by 
that fact brought within the range of 
‘* Presidential possibilities,” and every can- 
didate who succeeds in carrying Indiana 
of Vice-Presidential possibilities. This 
condition of things has its drawbacks, but 
it is not clear how they are to be removed 
in the interest either of statesmen whose 
own States are sure for themselves or for 
any candidate of their party, or of states- 
men whose own States are sure against 
themselves or against any candidate of 
their party. 








REFORMING THE RECORDS. ° 


Bills have been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture providing for certain much needed re- 
forms in our antiquated methods of keep- 
ing the records affecting real estate. A 
reformation of these methods means less 
expense and much greater facility in 
transferring titles to realty. The main 
bill, introduced by Mr. Van ALLEN in the 
Assembly, applies, it is true, only to this 
city, but similar bills will be hereafter 
prepared for other portions of the State. 
The need of reform in this matter is most 
pressing here because of the great volume 
of real estate transactions made in this 
city. 

The principal features of the proposed 
plan are similar to those contained in the 
acts now in force in Australia and New- 
Zealand, Property is to be indexed 
according to lots or blocks, appro- 
priately numbered, instead of only 
according to the persons having in- 
terests in it. This provision, and 
the fact that every instrument affect- 
ing the title to real estate is to be kept 
and indexed in one office, will restrict 
the scope of the searches against the prop- 
erty very materially. Then, again, the 
provision requiring the original searches 
to be retained in the Register’s office, thus 
obviating the necessity for going over the 
same ground each time a new owner or 
mortgagee comes in, will save expense 
and time if adopted. 

Careful scrutiny should be made by the 
Legislature of the provisions relating to 
expenditures for carrying out the pur- 
poses of thisact. Even a needed reform 
should not be gained at the price of a 
burdensome and excessive expense. 

The second of the bills proposed in fur- 
therance of the scheme of reform stands 
on its own merits. It is to be of general 
application through the State and pro- 
vides for cutting off about five-sixths of 
the verbiage which now cumbers up the 
records and adds to the huge volumes in 
the registry offices. If such a bill had been 
the law twenty years ago there would have 
been at this time no necessity for urging 
the building of anew Hall of Records in 
this city, and unless this bill or one similar 
is enacted the senseless piling up of useless 
folios will goon as heretofore. The bill 
has passed the scrutiny of the Bar and has 
met the approval of lawyers as well as 
that of all others who are conversant with 
the state of affairs it seeks to remedy. Its 
adoption will cause no jar or interruption 
to business further than will result from 
making useless afew stereotyped forms 
now in use by law stationers. It is hard 
to conceive less damage resulting from 
the adoption of a great reform than is the 
case in the present instance. 








THE WEATHER, 


Our climate is entitled to the distinction 
of being the most variable in the world. 
The mean temperature of a New-York 
year would indicate to the inhabitant of 
any part of Europe a most delightful con- 
dition of things. We get the benefit of 
this mean temperature, however, only 
during a few weeks of the Spring and a 
few more weeks of the Autumn, Our 
October weather and some “sample” 
Spring days are altogether delightful, 
though the latter are by no means trust- 
worthy. 

On the other hand, the extremes on both 
sides of the mean make our climate par- 
ticularly trying. ‘There are many places 
in the United States where a person who 
goes abroad in all weathers runs the double 
risk of dwellers in the tropics and of 
dwellers within the Arctic Circle. He is 
liable to be frozen to death in Winter and 
to be sunstruck in Summer. Of no other 
country in the world can this be true. 
New-York, thanks to the ameliorating 
influence of the Gulf Stream, by no 
means affords a fair criterion of the climate 
of the United States, and yet New-York 
exposes its inhabitants to dangerous vicis- 
situdes, New-Yorkers are called upon, 
within one and the same year, to face a 
temperature of zero and of 100° in the 
shade. It is a wonder that, with ex- 
posure to such weather, people can be as 
healthy as New-Yorkers are, or that the 
rate of mortality, high as it is, is not 


Y higher still. 


The recent ‘‘ cold snap,” still prevailing, 
will be remarkable in American weather 
chronicles for its extent and intensity. In 
the mountainous part of New-England 
the thermometer has ranged from 20° 
to 40° below zero. This is an arctic 
temperature. But in the Summer the 
temperature in these same places rises to 
the tropical temperature of 90° or even 
100°. But it is not only in New-Eng- 
land, where long and close and “ old- 
fashioned” Winters and brief and fervid 
Summers’ are the rule, that the pres- 
ent spell of weather has been distress- 
ing and portentous, nor yet in the North- 
west alone, the home of the objectionable 
blizzard. The storm has been felt 
throughout the whole country east of the 
Rocky Mountains and with almost equal 
intensity in the Northern and the South- 
ern States. At Chattanooga, Galveston, 
New-Orleans, and Jacksonville the cold is 
beyond any previous experience. Cold 
weather is more disastrous in warm cli- 
mates than in cold, for the reason that no 
preparations are made for meeting it. A 
cold Winter in North Italy is well known 
to be a most disagreeable experience, even 
for persons who have been accustomed to 
Winters very much colder, because the 
Italian economies do not recognize the 





necessity of stoves and furnaces. For 
the same reason a cold storm in 
Texas or Florida is a much more serious 
thing than a cold storm in Massachusetts 
or Wisconsin, where cold storms are 
among the conditions with which every 
farmer and every cattle breeder must 
reckon, and which he is therefore pre- 
pared to meet. The present cold weather 
by freezing up the watercourses of Texas, 
and by freezing the orange trees in Flor- 
ida, has very seriously crippled the in- 
dustries of raising cattle in Texas and 
oranges in Florida. Meanwhile the tropi- 
cal fruits that are raised in conservatories 
and the cattle which the Northern farmer 
houses upon the approach of Winter are 
doing as well as usual. 

There is as yet no sign, in spite of the 
Signal Service, of a break in the weather. 
With a snowfall distributed almost over 
the whole country, it is not evident where 
such a break is to begin. A southwest 
wind may bring a thaw within a few 
days, but there is no sign as yet of such a 
conclusion to a storm that by its extent 
even more than by its severity is likely to 
become memorable in our annals, 








The New-York Sinking Fund seems to 
be a puzzle toa great many people. The 
Brooklyn Eagle treats the proposition to 
invest a part of its revenues in public im- 
provements as an attempt to evade the 
constitutional limitation upon the city 
debt. Itrequires very peculiar reasoning 
to lead to that conclusion. There are 
certain revenues which the law pledges to 
the sinking fund as security for the cred- 
itors of the city. These are much greater 
than are necessary to meet the require- 
ments for maturing bonds, but none of 
the bonds can be canceled before they 
mature, though they are held in the sink- 
ing fund. But thereis nothing in the law 
requiring all these revenues to be invested 
in city bonds and nothing to prevent an 
authorization of their investment in any 
form that will not impair the security. 
Now suppose that enough are retained to 
provide for all outstanding obligations as 
they mature and the surplus is invested 
in public works of an assured value, how 
is there any increase of the public debt or 
any evasion of the limitation? To allow 
this surplus to accumulate until there is 
from one hundred to two hundred millions 
to dispose of will certainly not conduce 
to economy in its employment. There 
can be no foreclosure of the lien upon the 
city property in which the surplus 
revenues are invested so long as enough 
is retained in the fund to meet all obliga- 
tions. The proposed investment is in the 
interest of economy and not extrava- 
gance. 








It would be interesting to know whether 
the Street-cleaning Commissioner and the 
Broadway Surface Railway Company, 
who together have undertaken to remove 
the snow from Broadway south of Union- 
square, regard that thoroughfare as 
cleaned. If so the first thaw, said to be 
imminent, will disabuse them of that im- 
pression. The three or four inches of 
mingled snow and dirt which now plaster 
the pavement are certainly sufficiently 
palpable and tangible to call attention {to 
the slovenly manner in which the work of 
street-cleaning has been done thus far, 











CHESS WITHOUT KINGS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Light is needed, and many chess players, 
I’m sure, desire initiation into the mysteries of 
the game as played by the champions at Cartier’s, 
according to the account given by your illus- 
trated contemporary, the World, in its issue of 
yesterday. According to diagram 2, at the con- 
clusion of the eighteenth move White had dis- 
carded his king, but secured a second queen, 
while, through some process hitherto unpub- 
lisbed, one of his pawns occupied his rook’s 


square. As the rook is missing the horrible fear 
arises that it may have been taken up by itsown 
pawn. Attheend of the thirty-second move— 
according to diagram 8—White had evolved a 
king and second rook, possibly from his 
genius, but probably through the ocourt- 
esy of Black, who had _ shouldered the 
inconvenience and retired his kiug from 
the Roard. After such developments of the 
possibilities of the game we are neither surprised 
nor disappointed to learn that Dr. Zukertort 
deems it wise to resign when the position of 
diagram 4 is reached, both kings having 
mysteriously disappeared—gone to take a bath 
perhaps. That these are innovations no chess 
player can deny, and all must do homage to the 
genuises that so easily cut the Gordian knot of 
the game-—-avoiding checkmate—by taking turns 
in the removal of the objective piece. It is easy 
to understand bow a refusal by each player to 
replace his piece might result in a resignation. 
Although all this muy be clear we are still in 
the dark as to the process whereby extra queens 
and rooks may be produced as occasion demands, 
and we insist that the tariff on English chess 
players be raised so that our infant pieces may 
be protected against their own pawns.

AN ANALYSIS OF THE COMMITTEES 
ANNOUNCED YESTERDAY, 
BATISFACTION WITH THE WORK OF SPEAKER 

HUSTED AND SENATOR PITTS—BILLS TO 
REFORM THE LAND TRANSFER SYSTEM. 
Aunaxy, Jan. 13.—The committees of 
the two houses were announced this morning. 
Speaker Husted waited until the close of a long 
end windy debate over the Grant Monument 
Association bill and the House was prepared to 
adjourn before handing down his list to Clerk 
Chickering to read. The members sat 80 
gilently that the least sound could be heard 
ell over the stone chamber, while wait- 
ing to learn their fate. The grumbling 
after it was all over amounted to but little. 
There was nosuch general wail as went upa 
year ago when the reformers were tucked away 
on the back seats, nor such a general venting of 
indignation by the Democrats. The reformers 
were well cared forthis year. The Democrats 
were given the old proportion of seven to four, 
except in one or two committees, and Mr. 
Erwin and his friends were treated mag- 
nanimously. It is understood that Mr. 
Ratchelier, of Saratoga, is a trifle indig- 
nant because his well known talents and his 
distinguished services as an American citizen 
abroad have not received greater recognition. 
But in the excitement of debate and the turmoil 
of legislative struggle doubtless any feeling of 
this sort will all passaway. The “gang” is the 
most disappointed lot ofall. It wanted member- 
ship on Cities and on all the other leading com- 
mittees, and it was disappointed. Wherever a 


doubtful member appears on the committees of } 


both houses it will be generally found that he 

is wedged in between members who will keep 

him in his place and prevent his organizing a 

revolt against decency or a combination in sup- 
port of a job. 

The Cities Committee is perhaps one of the 
strongest on the entire Assembly list. The 
Chairman, Robert Ray Hamilton, is a iawyer. 
He has for his Republican associates George W. 
Lyon, formerly Assistant District Attorney, and 
Charles A. Binder, both lawyers, of New-York; 
Thomas McCarthy, merchant, of Syracuse, son 
of the Senator who so long represented his city 
in the upper house; Edward Gallagher, mer- 
chant, of Buffalo, and a member in 1875-6-7; 
James A. Brown, real estate dealer, the only 
regular HKepublican elected from Brook- 
trn last Fall; James 8. Allen, lawyer, 
pt Hempstead, Queens County, whose dis- 
trict contains Long Island City with 
its turbulent public servants and robbed 
taxpayers: and Robert W. Evans, a farmer, of 
Clinton. Oneida County, a small hamlet not far 
from the city of Utica, andin thesame Assembly 
district. The Democratic members are Edward 
D. Cutler, lawyer. of Schenectady, who made 
an excelientrecord last Winter; Werner Bruns, 
lawyer, of the Fifteenth New-York, a Tammany 
man, and anew member who comes to Albany 
well recommended, and Edward P. Hagan, 
a clerk and County Democrat. represent- 
ing the Sixteenth or Maurice J. Power's 
district. This is no Barnum committee 
nor a committee that is packed against 
Its Chairman such as _was created by Warner 
Miller’s Speaker from Herkimer County in the 
year of grace 1884. It was honestly made upin 
the interest of honest legislation, and it will bea 
matter of great surprise if its actions do not 
justify the very favorable impression now enter- 
tained of it. In making the assignments of 
clerks for committees, the Speaker assuciated 
Augustin Snow, for many years a legislative 
correspondent, with Mr. Hamilton’s committee. 
The Cities Committee’s bills will not be taken to 
New-York this Winter to be iuspected by strik- 
ers, nor will the committee’s rooms be the head- 
quarters of the lobby’s agents. 

The Ways and Means Committee, deprived of 
much of its importance by the creation of the 
Committee on Appropriations, was given to ex- 
Speaker Erwin. The committee will have a 
chance to make a record, for it will have plenty 
of business to attendto. Mr. Erwin’s faithful 
comrade in the Speakership fight, Mr. Batchel- 
ler, is associated with him on this committee. So 
aiso are Messrs. Palmer of Clinton, Tappen of 
Oncndaga, and Sheeban of Erie, leaders of the 
Demccratic minority, all of whom are old and 
experienced members. c 

‘Che Appropriations Committee, which will 
have charge of the supply and appropriation 

ills) and which becomes in consequence the 
fincucial and one of the most important com- 
mittwes of the House, has for its Chairman Fred 
W. Kruse, of Cattaraugus, a most industrious, 
painstaking, conscientious, and active member 
of the last two Assemblies. He was among the 
60-called reformers whom Speakers Erwin and 

Sheard treatod with but little consideration. 
Senator Vedier and the other politicians of Cat- 
taraugus who fought his renomination have 
belped, net hurt, bim by their opposition. The 
giant Curtis, two editors, John T. Piatt, of the 
Poughkeepsie Fagle, and Commodore Peter A. 
Porter, of the Niagara Falis Gazette, are strong 
members of this committee. 

The Judiciary Committee contains some good 
lawyers, a few of whom may be relied upon to 
support the Chairman, C. D. Baker, of Steuben, 
in any friendly move that may be made for the 
Field Code. The Committee on Revision, which 
was given Daniel Westfali, of Washington, 
is composed of five as good lawyers as 
are in the House. Mr. Lyon wil have 
the Committee on General Laws, and Fre- 
ment Cole, lawyer, of Schuyler, is laced 
at the head of Railroads. Messrs. Bulkley, of 
Jeffersoao, President of the Jefferson Iron Com- 

any; Stacey, chair manufacturer, of Onondaga; 

Vhite, farmer, of Oneida; Dickson, contractor, 
of Troy; Mabie, farmer, of Putnam; Baker, 
farmer, of Erie; Dickey, ship builder, of Rock- 
land, al! of whom are Mr. Cole’s colleagues on 
this committee, have the reputation of peing 
safe and conservative men in their respective 
communities. 

Commerce and Navigation has for its Chair- 
man an ancient mariner, Capt. James Manville, 
of Washington County, who for many years 
has beeain command of steamboats on Lakes 
Champlain and George, and Lyon, of New-York, 
gets second place; Hotchkiss, the independ- 
ent Republican, of Brooklyn, third place. Gen. 
Curtis, the bolting Republican of the north, 
practicaliy had his choice of positions, and he 
eelected Insurance, which wiil doubtless play an 
important part this Winter. The committee is 
an exceptionally strong one and one which, 
unless all yoy are deceitful, can be re- 
lied on to judge impartially the cause of the 
public and of the insurance companies. The 
Committee on Banks has enough sound timber 
to frustrate any attempts of the gang to burg- 
jJarize these useful and important institutions. 
Two New-York and two Brooklyn Democrats 
are placed on the Canals, but as these waterways 
are fastened down for the Winter no apprehen- 
sion need be felt because the southern end of 
the State isso liberally represented. Naturally 
the Chairmanship of the Canals Committee goes 
to a Buffalo man, Mr. Gallagher. 

The new Excise Committee which will have 

. charge of all excise legislation has Henry C. 
Howe, of Oswego, for Chairman, an old member 
2nd a good lawyer. It may be said to be a truly 
rural committee, for nearly all of its members 
are from the interior, either from the small 
cities or from adjoining villages. New-York 
has a Democrat, Shea, and Brown, Republican, 
and Longley, Democrat, represent Brooklyn. 

Editor Piatt represents the city of Pough- 

keepsic. Mr. Hall the city of Utica, Mr. 

Gardner the city of Rochester, Mr. Bush the 

city of Elmira, and Chairman Howe the city of 

Oswego. The other members—Messrs. McEwen,

These are the principal 
committees and the onesin which the cities of 

New-York and Brooklyn possess the most inter- 

est. 

Lieut-Gov. Jones vacated the chair in the 
Senate and Senator Edmund L. Pitts occupied it 
while his list of committees was being read by 
Clerk Vrooman to-day, Little dissatisfaction 
has been heard expressed by the Senators over 
their assignments. No attempt was made to 
humiliate the Republicans who supported Sena- 
tor Low for the Presidency pro tem. On the 
contrary, three of them—Senators Fassett 
and Vedder and Senator Low  himself— 
found themselves at the head of _three 
especially important committees. The 12 Demo- 
cratic Senators received good assigments, though 
certain of the New-Yorkers are exceedingly dis- 
appointed at not being included in the Cities or 
Railroad Committees. The grief of Mr. Plun- 
kitt, for instance, is said to be poignant at this 
oversight. Again, ex-Cable Railroad Commis- 
sioner Trapbagen regrets that his name dves not 
kppear on the Railroads Committee, and if ever 
there was pressure brought to bear in behaif of 
any Senator it was tothe uttermost in his case. 

While the followers of Senator Low were gen- 
erously treated, it is a fact that none of them 
appear on the Commerce and Navigation Com- 
mittee. This is the committee which will have 
to deal largely with the Governor’s appointments 
inand around New-York, and with quarantine 
and shipping matters generally. These are sub- 
jects more or less intimately related to 
Dr. Allegany ‘Smith, now a Health Officer, 
and to Thomas Platt, formerly United 
States Senator, end for some six years 
nk member of the Quarantine Commission. The 
absence of any of Mr. Low’s intimate associates 
from this committee may be an oversight, and 
the presence on the committee of at least five 
gtern observers of quarantine methods may per- 
haps be somewhat in the nature of a coincidence. 
It is believed that the committee is fully relia- 
bie and competent to take charge of any matter 
referred to it. 

The Senate contains no material that would 
furnish any better Committee on Cities than that 
pckes out by President Pitts. Its Chairman.

Senator Pitts’s long ex- 
perience as Senator, Assemblyman, and Speaker 
of the Assembly, and his acquaintance with the 
interests of the city of Rochester make him a 
valuable member of the committee. Tammany 
has a representative on_ the Cities Committee in 
Senator Cullen. Had Tammany been directly 
consulted she would have demanded the place 
for either Senator Plunkitt or Senator Trap- 
hagen. The County Democracy’s representative 
is Senator Daly, who has in the past done some 
excellent work in legislative committees. Sen- 
ator Parker, of this city, the third Democratic 
member, is one of the most respected citizens of 
Albany. He isa lawyer and has already served 
a term in the Legislature. 

Chairman Sloan will have with him on the 
Finance Committee’ Senator Low, who drops 
into his old place, Fassett, who gives up Com- 
merce and Navigation this year, and Hoysradt, 
anew member. One of his Democratic associ- 
ates is tolerably well known in_ this section, 
having represented the Saratoga District in the 
jJast Congress. 

Senator Comstock’s Judiciary Committee con- 
tains 9o0f the 16 lawyers of the Senate. Senators 
_— and Nelson were members of the last 
Judiciary Committee. A conservative Railroad 
Committee has been presented, Messrs. Hoys- 
radt, Knapp, Walker, and Pierce especially con- 
tributing to its strength. The Insurance Com- 
mittee as constituted may be regarded as a sate 
committee. As in the Assembly, the Canals 
Committee goes toa Buffalo man, Senator Mc- 
Millan. Senator Hoysradt will have the Militia 
Committee. The Senator was Paymaster-Gen- 
eral on Gov. Cornell's staff. Senator.Coggeshall 
has his old committee on Miscellaneous Cor- 

orations with three friends of Senator Pitts, 
Messrs. Hendricks, Knapp, and Parker, advisers, 
and Senator Murphy as a balance wheel. 

it is the judgment of candid men who have 
scrutinized the Senate committees that unusual 
care has been exercised by Mr. Pitts in framing 
them, and that he has been remarkably success- 
ful in so disposing of alithe good timber within 
his reach as to strengthen the entire committee 
structure. His task wasa difficult one, and he 
was no doubt in earnest when he remarked that 
he never wanted to make up another set.

The bill organizing the Grant Monument As- 
sociation provoked a long debate in the Assem- 
bly, in which Mr. Batcheller, Mr. Green, and Mr. 
McClelland all criticised the clause relating to 
taxation. Mr. Van Allen and Mr. Erwin both 
urged the immediate passage of the measure. It 
will come up again to-morrow morning. Mean- 
time some of the old members are planning a 
way to check the awful flood of oratory which 
threatens to engulf the House, 

In the Assembly to-day two bills were intro- 
duced by Mr. Van Allen relating to the proposed 
reforms in the matter of land transfers. Similar 
bills are to be introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Doig. The bills were prepared by Mr. Dwight 
H. Olmstead, of New-York City,and one of them 
relates solely to that place. This one is entitled 
** An act to establish the use of local] indexes for 

ublic records relating to land in the city of 
Yew-York.” It is an amended and enlarged 
copy ofthe bill submitted late last session. It 
authorizes the Governor within 60 days to ap- 
point two Commissioners who, together with the 
Corporation Counsel of this city, are to con- 
stitute a Board of Commissioners of Land 
Records. The Commissioners are to hold 
office for three years and are to receive a 
salary to be fixed by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, the amount not to exceed 

10,006 or to be less than $7,000 per year for each. 

be Commissioners, in addition to their other 
duties, are to prepare from time to time for the 
Legislature such bills as will further carry out 
the purposes of the act.» 

On beginning their work the Commissioners 
are to prepszre a map of the city, numbering 
the blocks and sub-dividing them into con- 
venient sections, which are also to be numbered. 
Four originals of the map are to be made and 
deposited in the offices of the Register, County 
Clerk, Receiver of Taxes, and Controller respect- 
ively. Then the Commissioners are to pre- 
pare in book form indexes for indexing in- 
struments affecting land on what is called the 
block plan. Other books are also to be prepared 
for use in the Register’s office to carry out the 
plan of indexing. <A local block index is to be 
made for the clerk of arrears, and in it are to 
be entered all unpaid taxes and assessments. In 
the Register’s office is also to be kept a book to 
be called a Certificate of Search Book, wherein 
are to be entered original searches made in the 
office. These searches are to run with the land 
for ten years from their date and to inure to the 
benefit of any owner during that period. The 
Register is to be liable for loss or damage result- 
ing trom dereliction of duty under the act, but 
not for indexing an instrument according to its 
indorsement, Intruments presented for filing 
or recording to the Register under the proposed 
arrangement are to indorsed with a 
direction to file them either in the 
index of transfers or index, of caveats and under 
what block number. In the book of transfers 
are to be recorded all transfers of freehold in- 
terests, and all instruments, decrees, wills, and 
other papers by or through which pay one 4 in- 
terest is or purports to be transferred or con- 
veyed, and also all mortgages after they have 
been foreclosed, so that a complete record of the 
chain of title to the Jand shall go into the trans- 
fer book and the transfer index. All other 
papers are to be entered as caveats in proper 
books provided for the purpose and indexed ac- 
cordingly. The records of the mortgages, leases, 
and powers of attorney are to be kept sep- 
arate. Ail instruments are to be entered on 
the local block indexes within 10 days 
after their receipt by the Register, and 
the entries are to oe made under the proper 
biock as indorsed, at the risk of the person pre- 
senting them for registration. Releases, satis- 
factions, and papers relating to instruments re- 
corded before the act taxes effect are to be re- 
corded in the same offices and under the same 
system as at present. Indexes by names of 
grantors and grantees are aiso to be kept, but 
against the mames are to be references to the 
block in which the transaction occurs. These 
last indexes are to made up every three 
months and printed as required. The Commis- 
sioners are also to be directed to prepare indexes 
according to the above plan for prior convey- 
ances, unsatisfied mortgages, and other liens on 
land, which are thereafter to be all kept in the 
Register's ofiice. 

If the Board of Estimate approves the Com- 
missioners are to be given power to buy records, 
searches, maps, and peexes, Gaimod to be pri- 
vate, made by official searchers, &c. These are 
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thereafter to be public records. The expendi- 
tures of the Commissioners are be provided 
through the Board of Estimate. Plans of the 
indexes proposed and a form for the Register's 
certificate of search accompany the bill intro- 


uced. 

The second of the bills provides for short 
forms of deeds, mortgages, and leases. It is 
substantially the same bill drawn up two 
 feconi ago by Mr. Olmstead, but it has 

en somewhat amended by the Land Trans- 
fer Commissioners. It declares what the mean- 
ing and legal effect shall be of certain cove- 
nants and forms of expression, and contains 
models of the proposed short forms. The ae. 
tion of these forms will save the a into 
the public records of about five-sixths of the 
number of words that are now used, thus doing 
away with so much useless copying, and also 
avoidiag the rapid multiplication of volumes of 
records now going on.

THE STRIKE TO BEGIN TO-DAY, 


ONE THOUSAND CIGARMAKERS IN TWO 
SHOPS EXPECTED TO STRIKE. 

The struggle that has been impending 
between the Cigar Manufacturers’ Association, 
who have reduced the wages of their employes, 
and the Cigarmakers’ International Union 
has finally begun, ana to-day a strike 
will take place in the shops ot Levy 
Brothers, in Avenue C, near Thirteenth-street, 
where over 500 hands are employed. The tocal 
unions of the Cigar Makers’ International Union 
throughout the country have been considering 


the subject of resisting the reduction, and the 
majority were in favor of fighting the bosses. 
The New-York Strike Committee called yester- 
day on the Levy Brothers, and on behalf of the 
firm’s employes protested against the reduction 
of wages in that shop, and demanded the 
restoration of the old rates. The firm replied 
that they were members of the Cigar Manufact- 
urers’ Association, and as such they would have 
to refuse the demand of the committee. In case 
of a strike they would have to inform the asso- 
ciation. The Strike Committee then retired, and 
in the evening held a private session at No. 350 
First-avenue, at which they decided to order a 
strike in that shop to-day. The men will not re- 
ad work, but will meet at No. 535 Fifth- 
street. 

A circular will be distributed by the Strike 
Committee to-day. It states that the Interna- 
tional Union has decided to approve the applica- 
tion of the New-York unions to resist the reduc- 
tion of wages. The affiliated unions, the circular 
continues, resolved to begin the fight at the shop 
of Levy rothers, and relied upon the Cigar 
Makers’ Progressive Union to make a simultane- 
ous attack at the factory of John Love, First- 
avenue and Seventy-fifth-street. The circular 
goes on to say that to take employes—-some 7, 
—out of ali the 16 shopsat once would he a crime. 
At present it would be sufficient to call out 1,000 
men in the above mentioned tw6 shops, and 
when they won another thousand would be 
called out. The unions will not recognise any 
strike begun after to-day unless it be author- 
ized by them. The fight, the circular says, 
threatehs to become an exceptionally stubborn 
one, and hence strict discipline is essential. In 
case the manufacturers should declare a general 
lockout, the men are advised calmly to remain 
at their places and await its execution. They 
are further advised to work as little as possihle, 
but to remain at their places. The International 
Union will hold a mass meeting to-morrow even- 
ing at the Concordia Assembly Rooms, No. 28 
Avenue A. Addresses will be made in English, 
German, and Bohemian. ‘

THE NEWTOWN BURIAL TAX. 

The Trustees of the Cypress Hills Ceme- 
tery have resolved to resist the tax of $1 im- 
posed by the town of Newtown, Long Island, 
for every body of a non-resident interred within 
the borders of the town. Counsel of the 
Trustees have informed them that the town 


of Newtown has no authurity to levy sucha 
tax. The matter will be contested in the courts. 
Supervisor McGowan, who is President of the 
Health Board of Newtown and a leading lawyer 
of Queens County, contends that the Health 
Board have authority to levy such a tax, and 
says that the fee must be paid in every instance 
or the body cannot be interred within the bor- 
ders of the town. The authorities of Newtown 
have already collected several hundred dollars 
on account of burial fees, although the resolu- 
tion of the Healtb Board has not been in force a 
week. The Trustees of Cypress Hills will. apply 
for an injunction to restrain the Newtown 
authorities from interfering with burials in 
Cypress Hille. 1t is understood that the Trustees 
ot Calvary Cemetery will unite with the Cypress 
Hills authorities in resisting the new burial tax.

CHAMPIONS AT THE NEW-YORK 
ATHLETIC CLUB. 

BOUTS BETWEEN DEMPSEY AND MULRY AND 
HOPPER AND M’AULIFFE—A CRY OF 
FIRE CAUSES GREAT CONFUSION. 

There was a long line of spectators in 
Fifty-fifth-street, near Sixth-avenue, early last 
evening trying to gain admission to the build- 
ing of the New-York Athletic Club. Cab 
after cab stopped in front of the door, 
and the occupants stepped in line, while 
many gentlemen in evening dress ran from 
the Fifty-eixhth-street station of the Sixth-av- 
enue road, eager to gain an early admission, and 
altogether the scene was one of unusual activity. 
The attraction of the evening was the monthly 
sparring exhibition given by the club. On 
the top floor a 24-foot ring was erected 
in the middle of the gymnasium. Camp 
stools were placed around it in a circle, and long 
before the hour advertised for the boxing to be- 
gin all these were occupied. The late comers 
were compelled totake to the balcony, where 
they found seats,and hundreds of spectators 
were forced to stand all the evening, so large was 
the throng. It was estimated that over 1,500 per- 
s0ns were present. 

The sparring was good, but the hard fighting 
that characterized last month’s exhibition was 
missing, and the spectators were treated to a 
display of skill and science instead of “slugging” 
powers At times, however, some _ hot 
work was performed, and those present 
who came prepared to see gore were not 
altogether disappointed. After a smooth-faced 
young man had requested the spectators to put 


out their cigars and cigarettes the sparring be- 
gan with eight rounds between William Clark 
and James Walsh, two ambitious amateurs. To- 
ward the latter part Walsh, who was much 
the stronger of the two, put in some telling 
work, and he was awarded the bout. While the 
men were at their work in alively mannera tall, 
athletic looking man entered the hall. He was 
recognized by almost every person present. The 
new arrival was Capt. Williams. 

“Are you going to put on the gloves, Cap- 
tain ?” “Remember this is not Madison-Square 
Garden,” and various other sentences of the 
like character were shouted at the new arrival. 
He took it good naturedly however, smiled, and 
took a seat nezr the ring, close by Capt. Killilea 
and Inspector Byrnes. On the other side of the 
stage were Capts. Clinchy and Berghold. 

The second pair to mount the stage were John 
McGinty, the winner of Madden's light-weight 
tournament, and Michael Leary. These two men 
were about evenly matched. Leary was the 
bigger and stronger, but what McGinty lacked 
in sizo and strength he made up in pluck 
and science. He isa pgp ner er reno 4 tel- 
low. and, although Leary planted some heavy 
blows in his face, he did notseem to heed them, 
but continued to plant blow after blow on thu 
face and body of his antagonist. McGinty’s bull 
dog tenacity was an_ important factor 
in this contest. Several straight shoulder 
hits administered by Leary would have 
discouraged the average boxer, but 
they only seemed to arouse the ire 
of McGinty, and the barGer and oftener he was 
hit, the better he fought. Toward the close it 
Was apparent that both men were weak, but 
McGinty did not allow this to disturb him, and 
he managed to land some telling swinging blows 
on Leary’s nose and jaw. The bout was awarded 
to McGinty. 

All eyes were turned toward the dressing- 
room after McGinty and Leary left the stage, 
watching a short, well built, and smooth-faced 
boy who had emerged from the doorway. The 
latter walked to the platform,scramblJed un- 
der the ropes, and in a minute was in 
full view of every person present. He 
was John McAuliffe, the champion feather 
weight pugilist of America. He was present to 
spar six rounds with “Jack” Hopper, a local 
pugilist. From the time the men began their 
work it was evident, to use the expression 
of an admiring sporting man_ present, that 
they were “out to win.” Hopper caught 
McAuliffe off his guard in the first round, 
and he administered two hard blows on the jug- 
ular of the champion. They seemed to daze him. 
He ‘staggered: about the ‘stage for a moment 
or two, lowered bis guard, and for a time it 
looked as though he was “ knocked out.”” He re- 
covered himself in a second or two and renewed 
the confidence p!aced in him by the onlookers, 
but when the first round ended Hopper had the 
best of it by long odds, inthe next three Mc- 
Auliffe seemed to regain his composure and 
make matters even. He jab ed bis left hand 
wickedly at Hopper’s mouth, and at each 
thrust he drew blood. In the sixth 
round he had his opponent completely 
“winded,” and pounded him as_ he 
prsased, One blow sent the unfortunate Hopper 

brough the ropes at the feet of Inspector 
Byrnes. When it looked as though McAuliffe 
would placea *“*knock out” to his credit the 
master of ceremonies called time and saved 
Hopper the mortification of being placed on the 
list of ** knocked out” pugilista. 

Prof. Kimball, of the Crib Club, swung Indian 
clubs, and be was followed by William Kenney 
and J. P. Boyle, of the Pastime Athletio Club, 
who boxed four friendly rounds. R. Sullivan 
and R. Jackson were tke next to don the 
gloves. They pummeled each other for three 
rounds, and the contest was declared a draw. 
John J. O’Brien, of the Crib Club, and James 
Fiynn, of the Pastimes, wrestied catch-as-catch- 
can style. O’Brien won, gaining two straight 

alls. 

* Jack” Dempsey, the champion professional 
lightweight pugilist, next appeared on the stage. 
This was his first appearance in public since he 
won fame in the West, and when his fa- 
miliar figure was seen he was roundly ap- 
piauded. ‘“‘ Mike” Mulry, a boxer of local 
reputation, consented to stand before the cham- 
pion. It was a friendly contest, and, as wasto be 
expected, was all one sided. Dempsey, however, 
showeda marked improvement since he last 
fought here, both in punishing powers and evad- 
ing blows, and altogether he created a very fav- 
orable impression. 

Thomas Danforth.and ‘* Mike’ Doyle took the 
stage as soon as the champion vacated it. They 
began their sparring in a lively manner. In 
the second round there was a commotion 
noticed in the northwest corner of the 
hall. Smoke was seen, and in an _ instant 
some timid person shouted “Fire!” This 
was the signal for a rush, Persons left their 
seats, hats, and coats and made for the exits re- 
gardiess of consequences. Athletes who had 
taken positions on horizontal bars, ladders, and 
on the cross beams of the gymnasium jumped 
from their places and joined in the rush. All 
was confusion. 

The smoke grew thicker and thicker, and as it 
increased in denseness so did the confusion. 
Cool-headed men stood up in their seats and 
yelled themselves hoarse trying to restore order, 
but it wasof no avail. The persons who had 
started never waited to see or hear, but 
kept on their journey for the street. Hats 
were crushed, menwere bruised, and the men 
scrambled to the door like school chilaren. Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies Morse was perhaps the coolest 
manin the building. He jumped on the plat- 
form, swinging both hands above his head, and 
shouted in stentorian tones, “ Sit down! Sit 
down |” 

By this time the smoke had partly disappeared 
and the more timid of the spectators had made 
their exit. His order was obeyed to a certain 
extent,and there was enough order to hear 
what Mr. Morse was about to say. 

‘* There is no fire,” he shouted at the top of 
his voice. ‘*It’s all caused by one of our men 
starting a fire ina smoky stove. Sit down and 
look at the boxing.” 

This little speech had the effect of restoring 
complete order, and the men took to their seats 
and watched the men who had resumed boxing. 
Several of the persons who had left the hall 
coatless and hatiess returned to get their wear- 
ing apparel, and they felt somewhat chagrined 
when they learned the cause of their fear. 

“They acted like old women,” said one of the 
members of the club. “If wehad any females 
prensa’ 5 Poe certain that a panic could not 

ave been averted.” 

The smoke was caused by the lighting of a 
fire in a bituminous coal furnace on the second 
floor. The flue was defective and the smoke 
ascended up through the shaft to the gymna- 
sium on the top floor, where the boxing was 
going on. 

Danforth was awarded his bout after six 
rounds. William Ellingsworth defeated *“* Mike” 
Dawson and Al. White was beaten in another 
bout by “Benny” McGill, This ended the 
entertainment.

Kach member of the club 
owns a couple of toboggans and a blanket coat; 
the two are inseparable. Many members who 
have thrown their whole soul into the business 
are the proud possessors, in addition to the 
necessaries mentioned, of knee breeches, mocca- 
sins, and Scotch or Canadian bonnets. The 
blanket coats of the men are as many hued as 
the Canadian costumes worn by their wives and 
sweethearts. 

The slide is 1,100 fect long. The sides are pro- 
tected by 12-inch boards, so that restless tobog- 
gans cannot roam around the open country 
without more trouble than the ordinary tobog- 
gan is willing to undertake. For per- 
haps 600 feet the grade of the slide 
is a trifle steeper than 80 degrees, for 

more it is a gentle decling, for 
200 more perfectly Jevel, and then it climbs 8 
smali hill, The toburgans are started on their 
downward course froma platform. Last night 
the steering was done bya number of Canadians, 
who found the slide scarcely so smooth as 
the glittering ice ways on which they are 
accustomed to glide. The members of the 
club, afraid that the ice was too thin 
to stand much wear and tear, had covered it 
with snow, and the latter was too dry to pack 
and formed itself into bumps that were jn high 
favor with the spectators, but could easily have 
been dispensed with by the tobogganists. 
Delegations from various parts of New-Jersey 
and a number of people from New-York 
assisted the population of Orange mak- 
ing the formal opening of the slide 
an event of considerable interest. The slide was 
illuminated by a double line of pein 4 lights, 
while on the hill top gleamed two huge bonfires. 
The male tobogganists looked picturesque, but 
they were completely overshadowed by a hun- 
dred or more of the fair sex who were appareled 
in full Canadian costume, and of .course looked 
bewitching in it. 

The crowd that lined the slide held its breath 
as the first toborgan shot from the starting 
pointand glided down the hill with the velocity 
of an express train. The sturdy Canadian at the 
tail slung hig right leg from right to left as the 
tobogean showed an inclination to jump overthe 
edges of the slide. The other voyagers grasped 
the side rails with a grip that nothing could 
shake off and held their breaths, as the speed at 
which they were traveling preciuded the possi- 
bility of wasting any of it on the frosty air. The 
trip was made in 14 secorids, and when it was fin- 
ished Oliver Sumner Teall, who sat in front, ad- 
mitted that be did pot care to make much better 
time. The slide was worked to its fullest ca- 
pacity until 11 o’clock, and at that hour was lit- 
tle more than a wreck of its former self. 

But one accident happened during the even- 
ing, and that occurred at 10 o’clock. At the foot 
of the heavy grade the snow had been worn 
away, and when a toboggan ridden by Mr. 
and Mrs. George Firth, of Orange, and Schuy- 
Jer Van Vechten, of Albany, struck the cavity 
Mr. Firth was unable to keepigtheSunruly 
animal in the path it shovld havegone. It 
turned sideways like a flash. For a minute it 
was Impossible to state with accuracy the exact 
positions occupied at any single moment by the 
tobogean and its occupants, but when all four 
ceased gyrating it was found that no one was 
hurt and that the toboggan was still fit 
for an active career. Among those who enjoyed 
the evening’s sport were Senator Halsey, of 
Newark; Mr. and Mrs. William F. Kidder, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Burke, T. Thomas Farr and 
Thomas Kingman, of Orange; the Misses Tilling- 
hast, of New-York; Edward Tbebaud, of East 
Orange, and Emile Roosevelt, of New-York. To- 
boggating will be the feature of social life in 
Orange this Winter, if the temperature will 
allow it, 

The Commissioners of Prospect Park, Brook- 
lyn, have at last allowed the public to use a 
part of the park for a toboggan slide. It ex- 
tends from a point on Lookout Hill in asouther- 
ly direction toward the lake. There are 
two tilts in the distance of about 200 
yards. Yesterday was the first day that 
it was used, although on the previous evening a

t. A regular toboggan uniform has been adopt- 
ed, and many merry parties were dashing down 
the declevity yesterday, only to toil up the bill 
again and repeat the rapid descent.

IRON MEN CLING TO PROTECTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The Eastern Bar 
Iron Conference held a special meeting this after- 
noon at the office of the American Iron and Steel 
Association, the President, Oliver Williams, pre- 
siding, and William E. 8 Baker acting as 
Secretary. There was an unusually large 
attendance, representatives being present from 
all the leading rolling mills in the East, 
including New-England, the Hudson Valley 
and other parts of New-York and Pennsylvania 
east of the Alleghenies. The feeling was en- 
tirely harmonious, and it was thought by 
those present that, while there was now 
no prospect or desire for a boom this year, 
business would be conducted on a paying 
basis and prices firmly maintained. The con- 
ference decided that, as freights and fuel, piz 
fron scraps, and in some cases labor, have ad- 
vanced, the mills should advance prices one- 
tenth of a cent a pound to cover increased cost 
of production. This action was unanimous. 
The schedule of extras for small iron was re- 
ferred to a committee for revision to report 
at a future meeting. A tariff resolution was 
adopted calling upon Congress to refraim from 
attempting a general revision of the tariff at this 
time, and declaring that a revision of duties for 
the purpose of reduction will check the growth 
of confidence and will make consumers again 
Hmit their orders to their barest necessities, 
causing a serious shrinkage of business, and in- 
volving the closing of many works gnd the dis- 
charge of numerous workingmen. 








NORTHWESTERN FLOUR PRODUCT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 12.—In its 
weekly review of the flour production here 
the Northwestern Miller of Friday will say: 
“About the same number of mills found in- 
ducement to run this week as last, and 
the flour product remains close to 100,000 
barrels per week. Eleven mills produced 
flour last week, the total production being 84,030 
barrels, averaging 14,005 barrels daily, against 
98,050 barrels the poovesing week and 112,600 
barrels during the corresponding time in 
1885. The situation this week as to the 
mills in operation is not materially 
changed. The 11 running now are producing 
between 14,000 and 15, barrels daily. I'wo 
firmsareturning out over two-thirds of this 
quantity. The present indications are of heavi- 
er operations next week anda larger output. 
One will of 1,500 barrels canacity is 
getting ready to start Monday, and three others, 
representing over 4,000 barrels, are likely to fol- 
low it. The continued weakness of and decline 
in wheat eg the flour market unsettled, 
and dissuades buyers from taking hold. The 
millers think that were the markets 
to become settled there would be liberal 
purchases and an active market. The receipts 
of wheat the past week were 477,680 bushels. The 
shipments of wheat were 54.820 bushels, and of 
fiour, 69,265 barrels.

SUIT FOR SLANDER. 


A BROOKLYN CASE THAT HAS CAUSED SOME 
SOCIAL STIR. 


In the Supreme Court yesterday, before 
Justice Bartlett, Mrs. Nettie Titus and her 
daughter, Gertrude B. Titus, who is but 19 years 
of age, sued Mrs. Fannie E. Bruce and her 
husband, Charles E. Bruce, for slander, fixing 
damages at $25,000. Both the parties to the 
suit are in comfortable financial circumstances 
and live in a fashionable quarter of the city. 
The hearing of the case attracted more than 100 
stylishly dressed ladies to the courtroom. Da- 
vid Taylor, the manager of a piano warehouse, 
testified that he met Mrs. Bruce in August, 1884, 
when she told him that Miss Titus was a 
thief and morally unfit for any one to asso- 
ciate witb. Miss Titus was at the time renting a 
house from the witness and Mrs. Bruce advised 
him to put.herout. Frederick Steins, a Brook- 
lyn vocalist, testified to substantially the same 
as Mr. Taylor,and added that he was at the 
house of Mr. Brown, another witness in the cuse, 
when that gentleman ordered Mrs. Bruce, the 
defendant, out of his house on account of ber 
bad character. Mrs. Bruce had frequently told 
the witness that Miss Titus was expelled from 
the Stratnmore College, Pennsylvania, for pil- 
fering. 

Mrs. Bruce was put on the stand in her own 
defense and denied every allegation except that 


of asserting that Miss Titus was expelled from 
the Strathmore College. She finally ddmitted 
that she might have called Miss Titus a 
wanton. She had once found a letter 
in Mr. Bruce’s pocket in which he was 
addressed in very endearing terms and a 
meeting fixed fora certain time in a bouse in 
Philadelphia. Mrs. Bruce said that she went to 
the address indicated and found Miss Titus, who 
admitted that she wrote the letter. A great 
many witnesses corroborated the testimony of 
both sides, after which the case was given to the 
jury, with instructions to bring in a sealed ver- 
dict this morning. 





A VETERINARY MEDICAL REGISTER. 


At a meeting of the New-York State 
Veterinary Society, held in the Cooper Union 
last night, it was decided to send a committee to 
the Legislature to urge the passage of a bill com- 
velling veterinary physicians and surgeons to 
register in the County Clerk's office. Per- 
sons not so registered are to be prohibit- 
ed from practicing veterinary medicine 
or surgery for compensation or reward. No per- 
son shall be entitled to register unless graduated 
from a legaliy chartered college or university, 
organized at least one year before the passage 
of the bilL Any person who has been in 
veterinary practice for a_ livelihood at 
least five years preceding the passage of 
the bili, without having obtained a diploma 
from acollege may register upon depositing 
with the County Clerk affidavits concerning his 
term of practice. The book in the County 
Clerk’s office is ta be known asthe ‘ Veterinary 
Medical ‘Register,” and every man whose name 

oes on it must pay a feeof $2. Fraudulent reg- 
stration or violation of the act is to be made 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both.

FOUND DEAD IN HER ROOM 


THE WOES OF UNFORTUNATE MRS. 
- GONZALEZ ENDED. 


4 ONCE WEALTHY SPANISH WOMAN, DRIVEN 
TO DESPAIR, COMMITS SUICIDE IN A 


BOWERY HOTEL. . 

Mrs. Zana B. Gonzalez, a Spanish wom- 
au of good education and refined manners, who 
bad been living at the Oriental Hotel, No. 1,118 
Third-avenue, since the end of last September, 
was found dead in her room yesterday morning, 
under circumstances which indicate that she 
committed suicide. The woman was apparently 
45 years of age. On the 28th of September she 
entered the office of the hotel and bired from 
Mrs. Minnie J. W. Hutchinson, the proprietress, 
a small hall bedroom on the second floor, paying 
$8, one month’s rent, in advance. She impressed 
Mrs. Hutchinson as a woman who had seen 
better days. Her baggage consisted of a small 
hand satchel and a bundle. She was very ret- 
icent, and during her stay in the house received 
neither visitors nor letters. 

When the first month expired Mrs, Gonzalez 
told the landlady that she was unable to pay 
any more rent, as her resources were exhausted. 
She said that she came from a distinguished 
Spanish family and was born in Spain. She had 
been married toa wealthy Spanish gentleman 
who was engaged in the Cuban trade. He died 
in this city 20 years ago, leaving her with two 


gmall children, who had since died. Her private 
fortune and the proceeds of her husband's estate 
had been placed in the care of Trustees, who had 
frittered the property away by unfortunate and 
ill-advised ventures. Since the loss of her for- 
tune Mrs. Gonzalez had been employed as @ gov- 
erness and housekeeper in several families in this 
city, but she did not succeed very well, and she 
was compelled to live on charity doled ou by 
friends and relatives. The woman did not tell 
Mrs. Hutchinson who those friends were. She 
said thet she hoped to obtain a lucrative posi- 
tion as housekeeper ina Spanish hotel in this 
city, and also that she expected to receive money 
trom friends very soon. 

In the latter part of October a waitress in the 
restaurant of the hotel was discharged, and 
Mrs. Gonzalez begged Mrs, Hutchinson to give 
her the place, agreeing to do the work for her 
board and lodging. Mrs. Hutchinson demurred, 
as she saw that Mrs. Gonzalez could not stand 
the hard work that the position entailed. The 
woman was so persistent, however, that Mrs. 
Hutchinson yielded to her request. Mrs. Gon- 
zgaiez took upon herself the most menial 
duties, but at the same time preserved 
her dignity of manner. She was respect- 
ed by the other servants and by the 
lodgers. Even the rough Third-avenue car 
drivers who frequented the restaurant, although 
suprised and embarrassed at being waited upon 
by a middle-aged lady wearing spectacles, treat- 
ed her with the utmost deference. Because of 
her dignified appearance and manner she became 
known as *“*The Madame.” After a month's 
work in the restaurant she acknowledged that 
the work was too hard for her and she felt 
obliged to relinquish it. She was invited by the 
kind hearted landlady to remain in the hotel as 
a guest fora while. She busied herself in writ- 
ing answers to advertisements for “help 
wanted,”’ but she was not successful in obtaining 
employment. 

On Wednesday of last week Mrs. Gonzalez told 
the landiady that on Saturday she would go 
down town toseea gentlemen who was to give 
her $50. During the aevere storm on Saturday 
tbe woman started out to keep her appoint- 
ment. She borrowed money from Mrs. Hutch- 
inson to pay her car fare. She returned to the 
hotel a couple of hours afterward utterly de- 
jected and disheartened. She said she had not 
seen the gentieman, as he was away in New- 
port and would not return for a week. 
Mrs. Hutchinson endeavored to comfort her. 
Since Saturday but little was seen of Mrs. Gon- 
zalez, as she spent most of the time in ber room, 
On Tuesday she went out fora short time, and 
during that night she was heard sobbing in her 
roota. About 9 o’clock yesterday morning Mra. 
Hutchinson went upto the room to speak to 
her, and was horrified to find her lying dead on 
the floor between the head of the bed and the 
door. She was partially disrobed, and the ap- 
pearance of the body indicated that she had takea 
some violent poison. Her features were distorted, 
her limbs were drawn up, and her hands were 
tightly clinched. Under the pllowon the bed 
was found avial which had contained laudanum 
und on which was the label of E. Y. Snearer, 
a druggist at Sixty-ninth-street and Third- 
avenue. Among the few effects of the dead 
woman was a diary and an oldé and worn pocket- 
book containing a lot of advertisements cut 
from newspapers, some faded flowers and au- 
tumn leaves, a rubber stamp with the name 
Zona B. Gonzalez, a card inseribed Mrs. Gen. 
Gonzalez, No. 147 West Twenty-sixth-street, and 
otrer trides. At the last mentioned address, 
which is a house chiefly inhabited by colored 
persons, no person knowing Mrs. Gonzalez could 
be found. The woman's body was taken last 
evening to the Morgue, where an autopsy will 
be made to ascertain the cause of death.

CLAIMS OF JUDGES LARREMORE, 
HOESEN, AND JOSEPH F. DALY. 

The Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas were unanimous yesterday in requesting 
¢x-Chief-Justice C. P. Daly to continue to act as 
reporter for the court, and to embody in the 
next volume of his reports a full account of the 
meeting at which the Lar commemorated his 
departure from the Bench. Yetthe Judges are 
not a perfectly harmonious body. The are at 
odds respecting the choice of asuccessor to the 
Chief-Justiceship. There are two active claimants 
of the honor, and one passive. Judge Larre- 
more claims it on the ground of long service. 


Judge J. F. Daly says that on that ground he 
has ae good a title as Judge Larremore, but that 
he will waive his rights in courteous deference 
to the latter’s greaterage. Judges Larremore 
nod Daly were both elected in 1870 and re-elected 
in 1884. But Judge George M. Van Hoesen argues 
that he is now the senior Judge of the court, 
und as such is entitled to the Chief-Justicesbip. 
He wes elected in 1874. His theory is that Judges 
Larremore and Daly are new Judges, through 
re-election, just as if they had never been on 
the bench of the court prior to last year. 

Judges Beach, Ailen, and Bookstaver appar- 
ently take no interest in the wrangles of their 
seniors, but stand aloof, awaiting the settlement 
ofthe controversy. In the meantime, Judge 
Larremore is acting as Presiding Judge of the 
General Term. It isto be noted, as suggesting 
Judge Van Hoesen’s position to be invalid, that 
in the Barnard impeachment proceedings it was 
held that a re-elected Judge, who begins one 
term immediately on the expiration of another, 
has never lost the status of a Judge, and that, in 
contemplation of law, the two periods of his 
service make one continuous term. The same 
decision was rendered by the Court of Appeals 
in the case of Judge Calvin E. Pratt, whose right 
to continue in his new term a trial he had begun 
in bis old one was questioned.

THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC BAR. 

Judge Van Brunt decided yesterday, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, that the Excise Com- 
wissioners are not charged with the duty to see 
that liquor is not sold under a license granted by 
them in premises on, or connected with, which 
theatrical performances are given. He there- 
tore granted a peremptory mandamus com- 
wanding them to give a license to Thomas F. 
Gillaine, who leases the Academy of Music, for 


the purpose of selling liquor at balls there. On 
Monday last the Commissioners refused to grant 
such a jicense. Their counsel, Elliot Sandford, 
said in court yesterday that they were doubtful 
of their authority and preferred to be on the 
safe side. William D. Guthrie and William H. 
‘Townley, who appeared for Mr. Gillaine, argued 
that a ball is not within the scope of the prohibi- 
tion respecting the sale of liquors at public 
“*stage” entertainments. They said that unless 
jiquid refreshments could be served at balls in 
the Academy they would not take place there, 
and the main source of its income would be cut 
of. This statement was corroborated by Her- 
man R. Le Roy, Treasurer of the Academy, in 
an affidavit. in his petition for the writ of man- 
damus Mr. Gillaine said he would give guarantees 
that liquors would not be sold in the Academy 
under a license granted to him except when a 
ball took place there.

“It is very curious,” remarked Mr. Williams, 
reflectively, “*how such stories get afloat. Do 
you know rumors nearly always have some 
foundation on fact?” 


“Then there was some ground for this latest 
rumor?” 

“Don’t goso fast. I said nothing of the kind. 
To make you understand what I really meant 
will necessitate going over some old ground, 
and I don’t suppose you will care to do that.” 

“ Why not, if it makes the matter clear ?” 

* Well, you know how anxiously and persist- 
ently the Brooklyn Club pleaded for Orr and 
Roseman and actually induced the other clubs 
to belp them on the ground that our giving up 
the men would be conducive to peace and har- 
mony.

QUAKER BRIDGE DAM FAVORED,

WHY A COMMITTEE OF MEDICAL MEN THINE 
IT SHOULD BE BUILT. 

The report of the Committee on Hygiene 
of the New-York Medical Society on the pro- 
posed Quaker Bridge Dam was read at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Aqueduct Commission. 
The daily waste of water overthe Croton Dam 
in 1880 was 146,000,000 galions, and the report says 
from a sanitary point of view the policy of 
building the Quaker Bridge Dam ana Reservoir 
depends on the quality of this great volume of 
waste water. The report agrees with the Tax- 
payers’ Association in recommending the con- 


struction of the Sodom Dam. In the opinion of 
the medical men the water impounded by the 
Quaker Bridge Dam would be better than any 
now impounded. The testimony taken showed 
that the dam could and should be built in the 
near future. Edward Glaskin. a civil engineer, 
also advocated the building of the Quaker Bridge 


am. 

A resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Dowd calling upon the chief engineer of the 
aqueduct and the Commissioner of Public 
Works to furnish a full statement of the rea- 
sons why the Quaker Bridge Dam and Reservoir 
should be built. This was adopted. A resolu- 
tion of Commissioner Baldwin to close the 
further bearing on the dam on Jan. 27 was laid 
over for one week. It was decided to ask the 
Corporation Counsel whether the contracts 
would be impaired if the contractors were 
obliged or allowed to timber the roof of the 
aquecuct in such a manner as to arch it over. A 
proposition of Chief Engineer Church to line 
witb bricks the tunnel from Gould’s Swamp to 
this city, a distance of 31 miles, at a cost of 
$150,000 a mile, was laid over for one week, May- 
or Grace and Controller Loew opposing the sug- 
gestion and Commissioners Dowd, Spencer, 
Baldwin, and Squire favoring it. 

All the members except Mayor Grace_ voted 
in favor of requesting the a ene Counsel 
to appeal froma recent decision of the courts, 
declaring aqueduct employes amenable to the 
civil service law. Mayor Grace said his opin- 
ion was that the employes should come under 
the civil service law. The law was a good one 
and should be enforced, He also said that he 
would take legal advice before signing the pay 
roll of the employes.

The retiring President, Joseph Blumenthal, 
said that the “success of the society was fully 
assured and its benefits ampiy proved.” It had 
not undertaken too much, preferring to im- 
prove one ward and do it well rather than at- 
tempt to reform the whole city and fail. In 
the nine months that the Doyers-street lodg- 
ing house has been open it has_ provided 
for 16,967 poor men, or ap average of 1,88 for 
every month. The record, taken of every man 
supplied with lodging and shelter, siiows that 42 
were classed as merchants, 2 dentists, 30 cooks, 
6 barbers, 1 plumber, and 1 pianist. Only 7 
claimed to have no occupation. The record of 
nationalities includes 3387 Germans, 336 Ameri- 
cans, and 287 Russians. Since October the lodg- 
ing house has been paying for itself, and here- 
after, the Superintendent reported, it will pay 
into the general fund of the society a sum equal 
to 5 per cent. on the original outiay. The 
$4,831 92 spent by the society was mostly invest- 
edinaplant. It still owes $553 65, which it will 
endeavor to get by contribution. The society 
reported that it could not obtain support from 
the Board of Health, owing to the limited force 
employed, so its own inspectors secured the re- 
pairing of 260 very bad tenement houses un- 
aided.

A POLITICAL BREEZE IN RAHWAY. 

Mayor Daly, of Rahway, N. J., sent a 
message to the Common Council of that place 
on Tuesday evening which caused some ex- 
cited discussion. Tbe Mayor said he believed 
that money-had been paid to certain persons 
out of the contingent fund in an irregular and 
unlawful manner, an@ he asked that an in- 
vestigation be made. Councilman Tufts de- 
nounced the message as an insult to the City 
Treasurer, against whose honesty there never 
had been any imputation. Councilman Ward 
replied that the Mayor was simply doing his 
duty in calling the Council’s attention to the 
matter, and that he knew the Mayor did not 
intend any refiection on the honesty of the 
City Treasurer, but that he was determined 
to have the city business conducted 
in a business-like manner. Mr. Tufts en- 
deavored to have the matter referred to the 
Finance Committee, of which he is Chairman, 
and of whicha mujority are opposed to Mayor 
Daly. The Council, however, reterred the mes- 
sage to the Joint Committees of Finance and 
Law. where the matter will be thoroughly 
lovked into in an impartial manner. The City 
Treasurer, it is alleged, has been paying bills in- 
curred by the City Attorney und others in settle- 
ment of the compromise of the debt under a 
resolution adopted by the Council at the begin- 
ning of the attempt to settle the debt. in the 
City Attorney’s case it is claimed that he has re- 
ceived a large amount, and the Mayor is deter. 
mined to puta stop to the leak, and that the bills 
must be presented in aregular way. The Mayor 
also recommended that steps be taken to compel 
restitution of the money thus obtained. 


CONVENTION OF THE POTTERS. 

The tenth annual convention of the 
United States Potters’ Association closed its 
proceedings yesterday with the election of of- 
ficers for the coming year. The gentlemen 
selected were: President—Homer 8. Knowles, of 


East Liverpool, Ohio; Vice-Presidents—Thomas 
Maddock, of Trenton, N.J.; E. M. Pearson, of 
Wheeling, West Va., and Joseph Burroughs, of 
Trenton, N.J.; Secretary —Alfred Day, Steuben- 
ville, Ohio; Treasurer—John Moses, Trenton, 
N. J. The report of the Committee on Statistics 
shows that the number of kilns in use through- 
out the country is 274—not counting those in 
operation for decorative pottery. The capital 
employed is about $8,000,000,.and the wages 
paid yearly are about $4,500,000. most 
of the operatives being American. The 
total annual production has reached nearly 
$8,000,000, or just half the total American con- 
sumption. Prices are now fully one-third 
cheaper than in 1860, when the first pottery in 
America was opened. The manufacturers claim 
that the recent increase of 15 per cent, in the 
duty on foreign goods has really not been an in- 
crease of over 5 per cent., owing to the radical 
changes made in the methods of computing the 
value and classification of the wares. This in- 
crease has not had the effect of advancing prices 
here nor of increasing the number of potteries. 
The next meeting of the association will be heid 
at Washington. Last evening the members of 
the association, with their guests, including rep- 
resentatives from ail the branches of the local 
china and crockery trade, enjoyed their annual 
banquet at the Metropolitan Hotel. 








FILLING THE STRIKERS’ PLACES. 
The factory of Lozano, Pendas & Co., 
makers of Havana cigars at No. 209 Pear)-street, 
has employed new men ir piace of the 130 strikers 
who went out last week, and there has been no 


interruption of work. The strikers put a settle- 
ment ot differences, which was reported by the 
rtrikers as likely to occur yesterday, out of tne 
question, when they tried to injure tbe firm by 
charging that the strike occurred because the 
factory was not kept in good sanitary condition. 
This charge came rather late, considering that 
many of the strikers had been in the firm’s em- 
ploy for from 10to18 years. he firm makea 
fat denial of the charge, and have invited their 
customers to inspect the factory, of the neat- 
ness of which they are proud. ‘hey say that 
the men who went out belonged to the Spanish 
union known as the Gremio, and that a few 
agitators led them to demand the discharge of all 
hands not members of that union. As the firm 
will not submit the control of their vusiness to 
those who work for them, although paying 
union prices for labor, the demand was rejected, 
and the men who had beeninthe factory for 
years walked themselves out of work. 





EARNINGS OF THE UNITED PRESS. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders 
in the United Press was held yesterday after- 
noon at the St. James Hotel. The Directors’ re- 
port showed that the business of the association 
had been largely increased during the past year, 
the earnings having reached the sum of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. The Treasurer’s report 
showed a handsome surplus on hand to the 
credit of the shareboiders. The following named 
officers were elected for the coming year: Presi- 
dent—Charles H. Taylor, Boston Globe; Vice-

Mr. Powers asserts that the court was in- 
duced to order the sale of the property last July 
by the representation that it was being bur- 
dened with incumbrances in the hands of Receiy- 
ers, that it woula bring at sale $1,000,000, or 
double what it did bring, and that if any part of 
the purchase price was paid in Receivers’ cer- 
tificates a bond would be given to secure the in- 
terests of recalcitrant bondholders, which bond 
has never been given.
